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NO LEGISLATION FOR 
GUBA THIS SESSION 


Beet Sugar Senators Virtually 
Have Won Their Fight. 





To-Night’s Conference Expect- 
ed to Decide Upon a Do- 
Nothing Policy—Spooner 
Bill Will Be Submitted.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The passage by 
the Senate of a bill to establish commer- 
cial reciprocity with Cuba seems to b6é 
quite out of the question. The Cuban prob- 
lem, so far as this session of Congress is 
concerned, apparently is a moribund issue; 
one more day, and it will be a dead issue, 
unless all signs fail, Senators to-day did 
not even discuss the possibility of passing 
a reciprocity measure nor anything like it, 
but devoted such attention as they be- 
stowed on Cuba to the proposition of the 
beet sugar men that further consideration 
of her needs and claims be postponed until 
next December. 

Nobody denies to-night that the beet 
sugar Senators have won their fight 
against the Administration. Nobody doubts 
that in the Republican conference to-mor- 
row night the beet sugar men will be the 
dominant force, and that they easily will 
put through their scheme of dropping the 
Cuban question for this session of Con- 
gress. It is not certain the conference will 
consider seriously any other proposition 
than this. There has been talk of adopt- 
ing a resolution recommending to the Presi- 
dent that he negotiate a commercial treaty 
with Cuba and present it to the Senate 
next December, but the beet sugar men 
on second thought are inclined to think 
the adoption of such a resolution is not 
necessary. They say that the President 
does mot need to be told that he may pre- 
sent a treaty with Cuba for the Senate’s 
consideration. 

It was stated this afternoon that thirty- 
two Republican Senators had pledged them- 
selves to support the do-nothing policy ad- 
vocated by the beet-sugar Senators, and 
that it was not unlikely there would be a 
practically unanimous vote for that prop- 
osition before the conference adjourned. 
Indications to-night are that the Republic- 
an Senatorial conference, which a few days 
ago promised to be an exciting affair, may 
turn out to be a veritable love feast. 

It was noticeable that a great calmness 
prevailed among the Republican Senators 
late this afternoon, and this was attrib- 
uted generally to an understanding that 
the Cuban question virtually had been set- 
tled. That all along has seemed to be the 
great desire of those Republican Senators 
who have not been participants in the con- 
test that has waged between the leaders of 
the Administration forces and the beet- 
sugar Senators. With this body of passive 
Senators the wish has been for an agree- 
ment between those active in the contest. 
They have seemed to care very little what 
the outcome should be. Their prayer has 
been for peace and an early adjournment 
of Congress. Most of them have held them- 
selves ready to support the Administra- 
tion, but they longed for a solution of the 
Cuban problem that would end a bitter 
interparty fight. 

The Administration leaders intend to 
carry out their programme, outlined last 
night, of submitting a reciprocity bill to 
the conference. The Republicans of the 
Committee on Relations with Cuba agreed 
unanimously this morning to recommend 
to the conference the much-talked-of 
Spooner bill, and that bill will be consid- 
ered to-morrow night. The consideration 
of the bill, however, it is understood, will 
be hardly more than a mere form. In de- 
termining what, if anything, shall be done 
for the Cubans, the committee bill prob- 
ably will cut no figure. 

Senator Burrows said to-night that, now 
that a peaceful solution of the Cuban prob- 
Jem is in sight, he expected Congress would 
adjourn by the ist of July. 

The text of the Spooner bill was made 
public to-day. It is a substitute for the 
House bill and is as follows: 

“When the Republic of Cuba shall have 
enacted a law or laws establishing prefer- 
ential rates of customs duties upon any or 
all articles the growth, production, or man- 
ufacture of the United States imported into 
Cuba, which preferential rates shall in the 
opinion of the President of the United 
States constitute a satisfactory equivalent 
for the reduction hereinafter provided in 
the rate of customs duties upon articles the 
growth, production, or manufacture of 
Cuba imported into the United States, and 
he shall so declare by proclamation, there- 
upon and thereafter so long as such pref- 
erential duties shall be continued by the 
Government of Cuba, not longer, however, 
than five years, the duties lévied, collected, 
and paid upon such articles so exported 
from Cuba to the United States shall be 
80 per centum of the duties specified and 
provided in the act entitled ‘An Act to 
Provide Revenue for the Government and 
to Encourage ‘he Industries of the United 
States,’ approved. July 24, 1897, and any 
amendment thereof. 

** Provided, however, that it shall be the 
Guty of the President to thoroughly in- 
vestigate, through the diplomatic and con- 
sular representatives of the United States 
in Cuba and by such other means as he 


may deem necessary to employ for the 
purpose, whether the tariff concession here- 
inbefore provided upon articles, the growth, 
production, or manufacture of Cuba sub- 
stantially inures, so far as the articles of 
sugar and tobacco. are concerned, to the 
benefit of the producers of said articles in 
Cuba, and if the President shall be satis- 
fied from such investigation that the sub- 
stantial benefit of said concession upon 
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either of said articles is inuring to the 
purchasers thereof, individual, or corporate, 
in the United States, it shall be his dut 

to so declare by proclamation to that ef- 
fect, and thereupon and thereafter so song 
as said conditions shall continue there shal 
be levied and collected upon such articles, 
or that one of them as to which said con- 
ditions exist, the rate of duty levied and 
collected by law upon such articles or 
articles coming into the United States from 
other foreign countries.”’ 


TRUST COMPANY’S FAILURE. 


The United States, a Philadelphia Con- 
cern, Unable to Meet Obligations 
Amounting to $300.

PHILADELPHIA, June 17.—The air was 
let out of a financial bubble to-day by the 
recording of the assignment of the United 
States Trust Company to ex-Senator Charles 
L. Brown for the benefit of the creditors. 
The concern had its office in Room No. 
1,110 Witherspoon Building, and had no de- 
posits. The liabilities do not amount to 
more than $14,000 and the assets are un- 
known. 

The officers of the company are Henry B. 
McDowell, President; W. H. Hergesheimer, 
Treasurer, and C. A. Widener, Secretary. 
The company has been barely hanging on 
for some time, anod the end came to-day, 
when obligations amounting to about $300 
could not be met. It holds a blanket char- 
ter which would be valutble if it were in 
the hands of capitalists who could make 
use of its liberal grants. The company 
has been in possession of the charter for 
about a year. 

At the time Mr. McDowell took charge 
he reorganized an old company which had 
a precarious career, and the name of the 
United States Trust Company was adopted, 
and the capitalization was given as $15,000 
paid in. He looked up the available large 
bank buildings in the financial sections 
of Philadelphia and entered into negotia- 
tions with the owners of some of these for 
their purchase. His plan was to make a 
specialty of acting as bondsman for per- 
sons requiring large security in positions 
of trust, the charter granting this right to 
the company as well as that of entering 
the regular trust and banking business. 

While the expenses of the concern were 
comparatively small, they had to be met. 
In order to do this notes were given, and 
these finally matured within the past few 
days, and the amount necessary to meet 
them could not be found by the Treasurer. 


The holders of the notes pressing for their 


money, a meting of the officers of the com- 
pany was hurriedly called, and the result 
was an assignment. 

The officers say that, while there is no 
negotiable stocks and bonds in the posses- 
sion of the concern, yet it will pay all of 
its obligations in full. The assignment was 
made without any preferences and for the 
benefit of all creditors alike. 


MINNEAPOLIS MAYOR INDICTED. 


The Grand Jury Charges Him with Of- 
fering a Bribe—Is a Well-Known 
Politician. 


MINNEAPOLIS; Minn., June 17.—When 
the trial of Detective Christopher Norbeck, 
on the charge of bribery, in the police brib- 
ery cases, opened to-day, W. W. Erwin, his 
attorney, arose and confessed that he did 
not know the whereabouts of his client. 
The disappearance of the accused caused 
excitement, and a bench warrant will be 
issued for him, 

Since the conviction of Gardner, special 
officer, and the commitment of Detective 
Harvey for perjury, Norbeck has been very 
despondent, and has threatened suicide. 
His bail bond was for $5,000. 

It became known that Albert A. Ames, 
Mayor of Minneapolis, had been indicted 
by the Grand Jury on the charge of offer- 
ing a bribe. The charge is that the Mayor 
endeavored to have his Secretary, Thomas 
R. Brown, Jr., appointed Sheriff by the 
County Commissioners when it became evi- 
dent that Philip Megaarden would be re- 
moved from the office by the Governor for 
misfeasance. In attempting to carry out 
this plan he is alleged to have offered to 
so arrange matters that the $20,000 annual 
income of the Sheriff's office should be 
divided equally between Brown and the 
three County Commissioners who were to 
vote for him, forming a majority of the 
board. Ames has been Mayor of Minneap- 
olis four times, having been elected thrice 
as a Demorcat and again in November, 
1900, as a Republican. 


GIFT FROM MR. CARNEGIE.

MAGNOLIA, Mass., June 17.—At the 
session of the American Library Associa- 
tion held this evening the President, Dr. 
John’S. Billings, director of the New York 
Public Library, announced that he had re- 
ceived from Andrew Carnegie a check for 
$100,000 as a gift to the association for the 
preparation and publication of reading lists, 
indexes, and other bibliographical and lit- 
erary aid. 

The American Library Association has for 
some years past published various indexes 
and library lists, among the best known 
being one to general literature, a biblio- 
graph of fine art and a guide to the litera- 
ture of American history. It is probable 
that its work in this direction will be 
largely developed through Mr. Carnegie’s 
gift. 

The announcement of the donation was 
enthusiastically received. The present 
meeting of the association is the largest in 


its history, over nine hundred librarians 
from all parts of the country being as- 
sembled in Magnolia. 











LAWYERS IN NEW JERSEY. 


New Yorkers Not Admitted There May 
Not Practice. 


TRENTON, N. J., June 17.—Chief Justice 
Gummere announced at the opening of 
the Court of Errors and Appeals to-day 
that in the future lawyers of Greater New 
York, who are not members of the New Jer- 
sey bar will not be permitted to practice 
before the higher courts of this State. This 
action, he said, was taken because the New 
York courts have declined to accede to a 
request of the New Jersey courts that law- 
yers of this State be granted the same 
privileges. 





At the office of James B. Dill, at 27 Pine 
Street, it was said that the ruling of the 
Court of Errors and Appeals did not alter 
the situation as existing, for years. 

‘“‘A New York lawyer has to be regularly 
passed and ad:mitted to the New Jersey bar 
if he is desirous of regularly practicing in 


the courts of that State,’’ said one of the 
firm. “It is the same as regards a New 
Jersey lawyer who desires to be admitted to 
practice in the New York courts.”

John P. Hopkins, ex-Mayor of Chicago, 
was re-elected Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral Committee, after a bitter contest with 
Mayor Carter H. Harrison. The election 
of Chairman Hopkins produced the only 
contest in the convention, but it was sti*- 
ring enough to make up for the tameness 
that characterized the other proceedings. 

The day was full of clashes between 
Hopkins and Harrison. The two men in- 
dulged in an acrimonious quarrel in’ the 
St. Nicholas Hotel during the morning, in 
which Hopkins bitterly resented criticisms 
made by Harrison regarding the campaign 
methods attributed to Hopkins by Harrison. 
Later Harrison and his friends succeeded 
in beating Hopkins in the district caucus 
for State committeeman, and elected Thém- 
as J. McNally of Chicago in his stead. 
Hopkins’s one chance to be_ re-elected 
Chairman was in the caucus of the general 
committee appointed to select the Chair- 
man. 

The committee by a majority of three 
recommended the selction of Hopkins. A 
minority report favoring the election of 
Harrison was made, and the fight carried 
tc the floor of the convention. The strug- 
gle produced wild excitement. Impas- 
sioned speeches were made in favor of 
both reports. Tne delegates at times were 
frantic, and criticisms highly personal in 
their nature were frequently exchanged. 

Hopkins won by a vote of 862 to 397. 
Cook County’s vote was: Harrison, 253; 
Hopkins, 209. 

The Committee on Resolutions had a long 
and stormy session before their report was 
finally adopted. The principal fight was 
over the first plank in the platform. As 
originally drafted, this read: 

“The Democrats of Illinois declare their 
adherence to the fundamental principles of 
the Democratic Party as laid down in the 
Declaration of Independence and the Con- 
stitution of the United States, affirmed at 
our last National Convention.” 

This was considered by the opponents of 
silver as too specific a declaration in favor 
of the Kansas City platform, and, headed 
by John C. Richberg and Adolf Kraus of 
Chicago, they fought it. For three hours 
the debate went on and the plank was 
amended to read “ All fundamental prin- 
ciples of the Democratic Party, &c., re- 
peatedly affirmed by past Democratic Con- 
ventions.” 

No effort was made to bring in the name 
of W. J. Bryan. 

The platform, so far as it relates to Na- 
tional issues, is as follows: 

“*We insist upon a rigid enforcement of 
the present anti-trust laws, and favor fur- 
ther legislation, both Federal and State, as 
may be necessary to prevent such combina- 
tions as destroy competition. 

“We denounce the Republican tariff as 
a prolific mother of trusts; we demand a 
thorough revision of the tariff and the 
abolition of all special privileges, and that 
every product of a tariff-protected, com- 
petition-destroying trust be placed on the 
free list. 

“We are opposed to the British system of 
colonization, by means of which powerful, 
selfish interesis are enabled to employ the 
resources of the people to enslave inferior 


races and to enrich themselves. We are in 
favor of true American expansion, such as 
under Democratic control has been achieved 
in the past, and by means of which vast 
territories have been dedicated forever to 
equality and freedom. We therefore de- 
nounce the measures adopted by the Repub- 
licans for the government of the Philip- 
pines as “oy and autocratic, and 
dangerous to liberty at home as well as lib- 
erty abroad. 

“We favor such modification of the law 
as will prevent the infliction of punishment 
tor contempt of court committed out of its 
presence without trial by jury. 

““We denounce the threatened assault 
upon the public treasury contemplated in 
the Ship Subsidy bill passed by the Repub- 
lican Senate, as one of the boldest and 
most flagrant attempts which has yet been 
made to grant public moneys in aid of pri- 
vate business enterprises. 

** We believe that the American Govern- 
ment should at once announce to the Phil- 
ippines that it is not our policy permanent- 
ly to retain their country, but as soon as 
hostilities shall cease and a stable Govern- 
ment be established, the United States will 
recognize the independence of the Philip- 
pine Islands, as was done in the case of 
Cuba. 

‘We favor liberal pensions for all de- 
serving soldiers and sailors and their de- 
pendent widows and orphans. We desire 
to express our great admiration for all 
our brave soldiers and sailors, and our 
sincere sympathy for those who have suf- 
fered in the service of their government. 

‘We extend our hearty congratulations 
to the newly established republic of Cuba. 

“We express our horror and deep re- 
gret at the monstrous crime which re- 
moved from the nation its much-loved and 
mourned President, William McKinley. 
The tenets of anarchy have no place ta 
free American institutions.” 

The platform concludes with expressions 
of regret at the death of ex-Governor 
John P. Altgeld.

We favor 
free trade with the insular territories 
which the Republican party is attempting 
to govern as colonial provinces.”

THE CORONATION MAY 
TURN OUT A FIASCO. 


Hotel Keepers’ and Seat, Speculators’ 
Greed, and the Extraordinary Po- 
lice Measureg May Frighten 
People Away. 


LONDON, June 17.—The coronation, as a 
public spectacle, threatens to be a fiasco. 
So serious and imminent has this possibility 
become that The Times and other papers 
are printing alarmist letters, urging the 
authorities to take steps to prevent the 
failure of the coronation before it is too 
late. 

The rapacity of the hotel keepers and seat 
speculators is having its just reward. With 
scarcely more than a week, before the coro- 
nation, not 50 per cent. of the seats on the 
huge stands have been sold. Frightened by 
the exorbitant demands, thousands of peo- 
ple residing in the suburbs and country 
who had planned to come and see the pro- 
cessions, have now decided to stay away, 
while a large proportion of Londoners will 
avail themselves of the opportunity to 
enjoy a holiday at the seaside or else- 
where, in preference to supmitting to the 
inconvenience of the extraordinary police 
regulations which will be enforced on the 
coronation days. The hotels at health re- 
sorts on the south coast, and rooms in 
quiet country clubs throughout the United 
Kingdom, which are generally empty at the 
height of the season, are all booked for 
coronation week, It is freely said that un- 
less the stand proprietors admit the public 
in a body, gratis, or practically gratis, the 
King will pass to his coronation through 
an array of half-filled benches. 

But what chiefly contributes to this seri- 
ous state of affairs are the police precau- 
tions to make the procession to Westmin- 
ster Abbey one which ticket holders only 
can witness, except in the case of St. 
James's Park, where but a few thousands 
will be able to see the royal party. The 


published regulations, whereby all traffic 
within about a mile of the first day’s route 
is to be stopped at 3 o'clock in the morning, 
and pedestrians are to be stopped at 8 A. 
M., are terrifying enongh. They convey, 
however, but a taint inkling .of what re- 
markable indignities London will submit to. 
A personal survey of the streets as they 
are to-day can alone convey an idea of the 
extent to which the authorities intend to 
go. From the appearance of Westminster 
the capital might well be preparing to re- 
sist an invasion or be contemplating a com- 
mnunistic rising. Solid timber barricades 
twenty to thirty feet high rise ominously 
at the entrances of all streets and alleys 
leading anywhere near the route, and bar- 
rier entrances for foot passengers and 
archways for vehicles await the gates 
which are to be swung on them By the 
eve of the coronation these will be in place. 
The number, ugliness, and solidity of these 
barricades cause bitter reflections regard- 
ing the opinion which the authorities must 
have of the unruliness of the loyal British 
crowds who will be huddled together by 
thousands, and be unable to see anything 
but the bare sides of these barriers. 
Westminster Bridge, Victoria Street, the 
| Thames Embankment, and all the purlieus 
of the Houses of Parliament, the Govern- 
ment offices, and the approaches to White- 
| tare alreally show these unsightly struc- 





tures. As a correspondent in The Times 
pane out, the police, because they bungled 
adly in the case of the fatal City Imperial 
Voiunteer parade, have “now framed rules 
calculated, in effect if not in design, to keep 
hundreds from taking their places, owing to 
the probability of being unable to get to 
their destinations." This applies to seat 
holders, who, having perhaps been foolish 
enough to pay several guineas for places on 
stands, will be unable to oceupy them. 

What will happen to the unfortunate gen- 
eral pubiic is a problem which has caused 
many of these protests In the papers. In 
the first place, even ticket holders must all 
sleep in London on coronation eve, and then 
ret out in the streets at about 5 A. M. 

ccording to the present arrangements only 
ticket holdcrs will be allowed through the 
barrier wickets, so the streets within these 
are likely to be the sites of camps of pa- 
tlent enthusiasts, who will take up their 
places on June 25. Even these may be 
driven out by the police should they think 
the route too thickly lined.

Marauders Had Been Plundering 
Houses in Rye. 





The Rev.-: Dr. Birnie’s Wife Gave the 
Alarm, and One Was Captured After 
an Exciting Pursuit. 





PORT CHESTER, N. Y., June 17.—There 
was an exciting chase after two burglars 
in Rye last night, and the pursuit was kept 
up on the waters of Long Island Sound. 
One of the burglars was finally captured 
after they and their pursuers had returned 
to land. 

Four houses were visited by marauders 
during the night, and a considerable quan- 
tity of plunder was carried off in the shape 
of gold and silverware. Much of it was 
subsequently recovered. The burglars en- 
tered the residences of Lawyers Edward 
B. Cowles and Dayid 8. Cowles, and sub- 
sequently broke into the houses of Miss 
Grace Thompson and the Rev. Dr. D. P. 
Eirnie, rector of Christ Church, on the Post 
Road. 

Dr. Birnie’s house was the last entered 
by the robbers. Mrs. Birnie, the wife of the 
rector, was awakened by a noise in her 
room. She gave a shriek that aroused 
her husband, and the thief grabbed up the 
minister's clothes and rushed out of the 
room. Mr. Birnie lost no time in arousing 
the neighbors, and a pursuing party was 
scon organized. 

Mr. Birnie and a dozen or more of his 
neighbors hastily hitched up their horses 
and started in carriages after the thieves. 
They scoured the adjoining roadway, and 
finally got & trace of the robbers, and 
tracked them to the American Yacht Club 
house, at Milton Point.

They reached it con- 
siderably ahead of the yacht, but the pur- 
suers, on reaching land, kept up their hot 
chase, and finally succeeded in capturing 
one of the men, The other man got away, 
and has not yet been run down. 

As the burglarsywere rowing toward shore 
one of them was seen to throw something 
overboard, and a search of the locality re- 
sulted in the finding in»shallow water of a 
quantity of the stolen silverware.

CORNER IN THE CORN MARKET. 


John W. Gates and His Following 
Squeeze the Chicago July Shorts. 


CHICAGO, Juné 17.—The corn pit was 
the scene of a yery active scramble at the 
opening to-day. Shorts in July options were 
much frightened over the strength dis- 
played in that delivery yesterday, and stop 
loss orders were executed in considerable 
quantity. The result was a jump of 1% 
cents in the first few minutes of business. 
July opened unchanged to % cent higher, 
to 64% to 64% cents, and jumped straight- 
way to 65% cents. The manipulative feature 
of this option 6Vershadowed all other con- 
ditions in the pit. 

Excitement broke out in the corn pit 
again shortly after the end of the first 


hour's trading. Shorts were badly fright- 
ened because of the tight manner in which 
the bulls were holding stuff. In their anx- 
lety to cover to avoid further losses they 
bought everything offered until July sold 
at 66%. At this figure long stuff came out 
for profit and the price of July slipped 


k to 65. 
othe tumult in the corn pit and in the 


smoking room of the board did not subside 
during the session. Shorts were firm in the 
belief that the corner would result in very 
high prices before the end of the week. 











John W. Gates and his following have 
practically cornered July options on corn, 
and this fact, together with the recent 
short selling by a New York and Chicago 
House, was responsible for the excited mar- 
ket in Chicago when corn for July delivery 
rose 2% cents, closing at 67% asked and 
661%4 bid. ‘The receipts in Chicago, so it was 
explained here yesterday, were very small, 
only about 10 cars out of 360 passing the 
test. 

The Harris-Gates people declared they 
had been advising the purchase of July op- 


tions after a careful sizing up in the situa- 
tion and they were quite jubilant yesterday. 
The principal buying in Chicago was done 
by Bartlett, Frazier & Co., who are sup- 
posed to have been on the short side of the 


market. 
While the market in Chicago was excited 


and bullish, the New York market was un- 
settled and below the level at which prices 
would be on a parity with Chicago. The 
July option here closed at 66%, or about 5 
to 6 cents below rity. This is said to be 
due to the free offering by holders of cash 
corn in Chicago for Bastern shipment. 


MAD RUSH OF BOOMERS. 


POCATELLO, Idaho, June 17.—Exactly 
at 12 o’clock to-day 1,300 men and boys of 
all ages rushed across the line of the ceded 
Fort Hall Reservation and disappeared in 
a cloud of dust in their mad rush for 
homestead and mineral lands. Most of 
them were mounted on horses and ponies 
and a majority were heavily armed. Proba- 
bly 1,000 persons departed later with pack 
animals. Before 2 o'clock Pocatello was 
practically deserted.

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KILL KING EDWARD. 


His Reported Iliness Said to Have Been 
an Excuse to Withdraw Him from 
Public Functions. 


LONDON, June 18.—A story is current in 
London of the discovery of a plot to as- 
Sassinate King Edward. This story has 
created considerable discussion in news- 
paper and other circles, but it is lacking 
in anything like official confirmation. 

According to the current story, King Ed- 
ward’s reported sudden illness at Aldershot 
was merely an excuse for withdrawing 
his Majesty from public functions owing 
to the discovery by Scotland Yard of a 
plot against his life. The principals in 
this plot have not yet been arrested. 

It is cited in confirmation of this story 
that King Edward’s recovery, when he 
was ensconced at Windsor Castle, was as 
complete and speedy as his attack had been 
sudden. 

On the other hand, it must be pointed out 
that if his Majesty’s ilmess was merely 
diplomatic, the officials certainly took a 
great deal of trouble to keep up the fic- 
tion. Sir Francis Laking, Physician in Or- 
dinary to the King, was summoned by tele- 
graph to Aldershot; his prescriptions were 
hurriedly filled, and everything about the 
King’s apartments indicated the genuine 
nature of his illness. Furthermore, King 
Edward's journey from Aldershot to Wind- 
sor in his motor car, and the fact that he 
took a drive yesterday, do not seem to iIn- 
dicate any fear of an ‘attack upon his 
person. 

Yesterday morning it was officially an- 
nounced that the King was much better. 
It was said that he passed a good night 


Monday, and that his progress toward com-” 


plete recovery was uninterrupted. The pre- 
cautionary measures ordered by his physi- 
cians were due to the necessity for hus- 
banding his Majesty’s strength in view of 
the fatigues of coronation week. 

King Edward’s drive to Frogmore late 
yesterday afternoon in a closed carriage, 
attended only by a gentleman of the house- 
hold, was quite unexpected and a great 
surprise to the spectators. The sun shone 
brightly at the time, and his Majesty, who 
seemed in good health, appeared delighted to 
be out again, and bowed graciously and 
smilingly in response to the salutes from 
the people. If the weather continues fine 
there is a possibility that the King will go 
to Ascot to-morrow in a closed carriage, 
but the injunctions of his Majesty’s phy- 
sicians that the royal patient remain as 
quiet as possible still hold good. 

All preparations have been made for the 
visit of the King and the Queen to Eton 
next Saturday in the royal barge. 

The King was keenly- disappointed at be- 
ing prevented from attending the Ascot 
race meeting yesterday, which he intended 
to open with all the State ceremonial of 
the early days of Queen Victoria. 

At Scotland Yard last night the utmost 
reticence was ‘maintained concerning the 
rumor of a plot to kill the King. It was 
noticeable, however, that the chief In- 
spectors, who usually return home at night, 
were all on duty there. While they re- 
fused to see newspaper reporters until this 
morning, they declined either to deny or 
confirm the rumor. 

In a dispatch from Geneva a correspond- 
ent of The Daily Chronicle says the Con- 
tinental police are co-operating with the 
English police to prevent Anarchists and 
evildoers from smuggling themselves into 
England while the coronation festivities are 
in progress. 

Numerous Anarchists have recently dis- 
appeared from Zurich and Geneva, says the 
correspondent, and they are supposed to 
be waiting in Paris for a favorable oppor- 
tunity to cross the Channel. 





Just as King Edward, then Prince of 
Wales, with the Princess of Wales, now 
Queen Alexandra, was leaving the 


Northern station at Brussels on April 4, 
1900, on their way to Copenhagen to attend 
the birthday celebration of King Christian, 
a sixteen-year-old tinsmith, Jean Baptiste 
Sipido, leaped upon the footboard of the 
royal carriage and fired two shots through 
a window. 

He was very nervous and his hand trem- 
bled violently. Both bullets went wide, 
striking the sides of .the carriage. It was, 
however, a very narrow escape for their 
royal Highnesses, especially as the would- 
be assassin pulled the trigger four times, 
as was proved by two unexploded car- 
tridges which had been nicked by the ham- 
mer. 

The engineer stopped the train at the 
sound of the shots. Sipido was immediately 
arrested. His pockets were filled with 
Anarchistic literature. He said he wanted 
to kill the Prince because he had “ caused 
thousands of men to. be slaughtered in 
Sduth Africa.’”” The Prince seemed unper- 
turbed by the incident. He asked if the 
revolver had been loaded, and when in- 
formed that it was asked smilingly that the 
culprit be not too severely dealt with. 

Queen Victoria was at that time at Dub- 
lin on her memorable last visit to lreland. 
The news was kept from her for many 
hours. 

Queen Victoria’s Hfe was attempted on 
various occasions. While she was a Princess 
some shots from a gun accidentally fired 
passed very near her. Four months after her 
marriage a young man out of employment 
fired two shots at her while she was driv- 


ing at Windsor with the Prince Consort, 
but none of the shots took effect. The next 
year another young man’ snapped a pistol 
at her carriage window as the Queen was 
returping from church, but the weapon 
missed fire. The man was senteficed to 
death. The day after his punishment had 
been commuted to life imprisonment an- 
other pistol was snapped at her Majesty, 
and also missed fire. Other attempts were 
made on her life. 


STATE INSURANCE COMPANY. 


Hearing of Suit Brought by Receivers 
to Recover More than $30,000 
of Its Funds.

PHILADELPHIA, June 17.—Some inter- 
esting testimony as to the management of 
the defunct State Insurance Company was 
given to-day in the hearing of the suit 
brought by the receivers to recover upward 
of $30,000 said to have been lost as a re- 
sult of improper management by the de- 
fendants, who were Directors. 

Robert Anderson, who had been Vice 
President of the company, testified that 
he had transferred $28,000 worth of ground 
rents to the company, so that its depleted 


financial condition would be somewhat re-. 
lieved by tangible securities. 

Mr. Anderson said that when the ground 
rents were reassigned to him he authorized 
the canceling of $10,000 of the capital stock 
which he held, but he could not explain 
why he should receive $10,000 from the com- 
pany. No decision was reached.

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OR FACE MURDER CHARGE 


Coroner Nugent Says He Will 
Issue Arrest Warrant To-day, 





His Whereabouts Said To Be 
Known to Police—Second 
Boat Figures in Good 
Ground Drowning 
Mystery.

GOOD GROUND, N. Y., June 17.—As & 
result of the disclosures which have been 
made in connection with the disappeare 
ance of Louis A. Disbrow and the peculiar 
death of Clarence Foster and Sarah Lawe 
rence, the seventeen-year-old daughter of 
John S. Lawrence of New York, Coroner 
John Nugent said to-night that if Disbrow 
was not produced to-morrow morning he 
would issue a warrant for his arrest upon 
a charge of murder. 

The Coroner at Southampton called up 
Thomas Disbrow, father of the young man, : 
at Jamaica this afternoon and said: oa 

‘Mr. Disbrow, I think you had better 
produce your son and do it quick, for if 
you do not do so by to-morrow morning 
there is going to be action good and hard.” 

** All right, Doctor,’ answered Mr. Dis- 
brow, ‘“‘ you will hear something to-night 
before you retire that will perfectly satisfy, 
you.” 

The Coroner waited until late to-night 
for this message, and as it failed to come, 
he again called up Mr. Disbrow by telee 
phone. The father answered the call, but 
when he learned that it was the Coroner, 
he asked to be excused. An extra call 
brought word from the telephone central 
that the Disbrow telephone refused to ree 
ceive other messages to-night. Dr. Nugent 
then said: 

“TI shall wait until to-morrow morning 
for Disbrow to appear, and explain his’ 
connection with this affair. I believe his 
family will produce him, but if they do not’ 
I will issue an order for his arrest.” 

It is understood here that the New York 
police have ascertained the wheréabouts 
of Disbrow, and are ready to make an ar- 
rest whenever so requested by the authori- 
ties of Suffolk County. 

SOME NEW TESTIMONY. 


Although the promised exhumation of. 
the body of Clarence Foster has not yet 
taken place, this has been a day of great 
activity in the investigation which is being. 
made into the cirqumstances of the mys- 
terious case. Not & word has been heard , 
here of Louis A. Disbrow since he left, ale 
though much additional information con- | 
cerning his actions on the Tuesday follow- 
ing the escapade at the Hampton Pines 
Club the night before was vouchsafed. 

Nelson B. Squires, a brother-in-law of 
Edward Ternell, proprietor of the Pine 
Grove House, at which Disbrow boarded, 
and in a room of which Miss Anna Pearsall 
heard Disbrow and Foster quarreling on 
the night when Sarah Lawrence went out 
driving with the two men, has come for- 
ward with some voluntary testimony. It 
was in front of Mr. Squires’s home on the 
beach that the little yellow rowboat which , 
was found next day far over across the 
bay, was moored. Mr. Squires knows all 
the peculiarities of the tides and eddies of 
Shinnecock and Tiana Bays. 

He declares that the pdsition in which 
the boat was found indicates unquestion- 
ably that it capsized or began to drift 
while yet in the shallow water which , 
reaches out to about 2,000 feet from the 
shore at a depth of not more than four feet. 
It is pointed out that this is another item | 
of evidence to support the belief generally 
adhered to that the couple were drowned 
while a short distance from the shore. As 
Clarence Foster was such an expert boat- 
man, it is considered that this would have 
been a most unexpected occurrence under | 
natural conditions. F 

Still more important, however, is the 
testimony of Mr. Squires that there were | 
two boats removed from their original 


positions. The yellow boat has been ace | 
counted for. Right near that was another — 
rowboat, belonging to Frederick Squires, ! 


Both these were duly beached late Monday | 
afternoon. The next morning it was found 
that the second boat had been removed 
from its place, and taken around a dock 
standing in front of the Squires home, 
and near a dock in front of the Pine Grove 
House. This boat had been pulled up on , 
the beach very slightly, says Mr. Squires, 
an:. footprints of one man lead from it. 

The evidence Mr. Squires gives strength- '' 
ens the belief in the minds of many people 
of this section that there was a fight 
on the beach between Foster and Disbrow, 
as indicated by the story told by Disbrow 
to William Walton on the following night; 
that Disbrow was worsted; that Foster and 
the Lawrence girl then took the boat, and 
that after they had gone from shore Dis- 
brow secured the other boat and settled 
his grievances against Foster then and 
there. 

There is no doubt that there were two 
boats within easy reach on this occasion, 
and that both were removed from their 
original positions. This is verified by half 
a dozen reliable witnesses. Nor could 
the second boat have drifted from its orig- 
inal position to where it lay on Tuesday 
morning, and it is an assured fact that no 
explanation has as yet been given of that 
change of position. 

WILLIAM WALTER'S STORY. 


Quite as important as this testimony 
concerning the Squires’s boats is the addi- 
tional evidence of William Walton. Waiton, 
after being subjected to considerable press-. 
ure, came forward to-day and told all that 
he knew of his day and night with Dis- 
brow last Tuesday. 

Disbrow and he went to Quogue together 
and then took a train from there to East-— 
port, where they spent the night. Walton 
said last Sunday that Disbrow had awak- 
ened him and said that Foster had whipped 
him on the beach the previous night. The 
further facts revealed by Walton to-day 
were that Disbrow also told him that Fos- 
ter had called him from his room and 
when they got down on the lawn said: 

“Well, Lou Dimpy loves me, and I love 
her. We are going to go away from here 
and never come back again.”’ 

According to Walton, Disbrow said that 
he declared that he would stand for no 
such thing, and that there was then a des- 
perate fight on the shore, in which Disbrow 
got decidedly the worst of it. 

Walton's story is corroborated in so many 3 
particulars by other witnesses that it ree| 
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ceives very general credence among 
people of this village.

THE HIGH PRICE OF TEAS. 


Special to The New York Times. 


TACOMA, Wash., June 17.—Cablegrams 
received by transportation companies state 
that the tea markets have opened in China 
and Japan at unusually high prices. The 
new crop is of good quality and at least 
average yield. The prices indicate that 
Oriental dealers and growers are discount- 
ing the decreased values given tea in the 
United States by a reduction of a 10 per 
cent. duty effective next January. Both 
growers and dealers are endeavoring to 
get their share of the increased prices. 

It is well known by China and Japan that 
the tea stocks in the United States are de- 
pleted and that great importations must be 
made as soon as the duty is removed. Prep- 
arations are being made to make large 


shipments by sailing vessels to the Atlan- 
tic Coast ports during the next few months 
for arrival at New York after Jan. 1. This 
tea will go round the Cape of Good Hope, 
and thus be warehoused on the ocean four 
or five months before arrival. 

Japanese tea merchants are agitating for 
the establishment by the Government of in- 
stitution for purifying tea, investigating the 
climate, quality of earth, and transporta- 
tion in the tea districts, all with a view to 
impreving the quality of Japan's tea. 


PANIC AT WEDDING FEAST.

RAILROAD OFFICIALS RETICENT. 


Members of Inter-State Commerce 
Commission Learn Nothing of 
Rate Cutting.

ATISTIN, Texas, June 17.—E. E. Styner, 
General Superintendent of the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railroad, confirms the report that a 
short sine extersion of that road is to be 
built into Texas, where connection will be 
made with the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco, which is now being extended south 
from Brown Wood, Texas.

The actual route has not been 
determined, but it will probably be as di- 
rect a line as possible between Monterey 
and San Antonio, Texas. The 'Frisco is 
now extending its lines in that direction, 


and it is pretty well understood that it will 
terminate in San Antonio. I[t has been 
stated that President Yoakum of the 
"Frisco said some time ago that the road 
would be extended to Eagle Pass. It may 
be true, but if the ’Frisco runs into San 
Antonio direct, connection could be made 
with the Central.”

Grain Rates Differential Granted. 


“BALTIMORE, June 17.—The request of 
Baltimore grain men for a wider differ- 
ential on grain rates from the West has 
been partly granted by the Pennsylvania 
and Baltimore and Ohio Railroads. This 
reduction in freight rates, which is effect- 


ive June 20, is based on grain for export 
by the lake route from Fairport, Ohio, to 
Baltimore. It gives this city a differential 
advantage of 1 cent a bushel on wheat 
over New York, while the Baltimore rates 
for this cereal will be 4-10 cents a bushel 
less from the Ohio city than to Philadel- 
phia. Similar deductions were made in the 
freight rates for corn, rye, barley, oats, 
and flaxseed. 


WOUNDED BY HIS OWN TROOPS. 


BERLIN, June 17.—Gen. von Bock und 
Pollach, commanding a division of the 
army, has been seriously wounded by the 
lances of his own dragoons. 

The General’s accident was a singular 
one. In the course of exercises to-day the 
troops of Gen. von Bock und Pollach’s com- 
mand were charging across the field at Til-

FIRE AT MANHATTAN BEACH.

Views the City from Tower of New 
East River Bridge. 





Also Walks Out Half Way on the Foot- 
bridge—Expresses Satisfaction with 
Progress of the Work. 





Mayor Low climbed to the top of the tow- 
er of the East River Bridge yesterday and 
from the Manhattan end he enjoyed a view 
of the Greater New York. The trip was 
one of inspection, and when he returned to 
the City Hall the announcement was made 
that the new East River Bridge would 
probably be opened to the public in October, 
1903. te 

The start of the trip was made from the 
corner of Delancey Street and the Bowery 
at 10:15 o’clock. Mayor Low was accom- 
panied by Bridge Commissioner Lindenthal, 
Charles G. Roebling, one of the members of 
the Roebling firm; Chief Engineer William 
Hildenbrand of the Roebling Company, and 
O. F. Nichols, engineer in charge. The 
party proceeded across the temporary foot- 
bridge to the Manhattan anchorage. The 
progress of the cable spinning was shown 
to Mayor Low, and he complimented the 
Roebling engineers for the work done since 
Commissioner Lindenthal took office. The 
party went to the centre of the river span 
and then returned to the Manhattan end. 

In describing the trip the Mayor said: 

“We climbed to the top of the Manhat- 
tan tower and walked out half way on the 
footbridge. The climb is a hard one and 
very dirty. All the steel work is covered 
with oil to keep it from rust, and I had 
more trouble looking out for my Panama 
hat than anything else. I carried it in my 
hand until I reached the top of the tower, 
and then I gave it to the engineer to take 
charge of until I reached the ground again. 
I borrowed a pair of gloves and managed to 
reach the top.”’ 

‘“‘Was there an elevator?” was asked. 

“Not that I know of,” said Mayor Low, 
with a smile. He slapped his knees and 
said: ‘‘ That is the only elevator I used.” 

The distance to the top of the tower is 
860 feet, and from that point of vantage the 
Mayor said he could have obtained a bet- 
ter view of the city if soft coal had not been 
used by factories. 

“IT think the work of spinning the cables 
should be finished by next week,’”’ he went 
on, ‘‘and it will then take about four 


weeks to band them. This banding requires 
considerable time, as they have to be 
poses in large clamps. The work on the 
ridge since the first of the year has been 
rapid; before it was very slow. Prior 
an. 11, when the first report was made 
to Commissioner Lindenthal, only eight 
wires were spun in nearly a year. Up to 
April 1, from that time, seventy-two wires 
were spun, and the rest has been finished 
since April.

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PROHIBITION THE 
ISSUE IN VERMONT 


Strong Campaign of Perceval W. 
Clement, High License Champion. 


Indications Point to His Nomination for 
Governor by the Republican Conven- 
tion, Which Meets To-morrow. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BRANDON, Vt.. June 17.—Perhaps when 
Vermont's prohibition law was passed 
through the Legislature fifty years ago 
there may have been as much popular ex- 
citement over that public defiance of pri- 
vate rights as there is to-day over the 
movement to revoke that law. Between 
then and now no political question has so 
disturbed the State as it is disturbed to- 
day, when a candidate for Governor has 
broken away from the old Republican prin- 
ciples and is running on a high-license plat- 
form. 

The history of the campaign which ter- 
minates with the convention in Montpelier 
on the 19th is so peculiar and so interest- 
ing as to be worth giving here. Early in 
the Spring two candidates for the nomina- 
tion were in the field. The nomination by 
the Republicans is practically the election 
of the candidate named. The two candi- 
dates were both rich New Yorkers who live 
here half, or more than half, of each year. 
They were Dr. W. Seward Webb and Gen. 
John G. McCullough. The latter has his 
Vermont home in Bennington and Dr. Webb 
lives at Shelburne, on Lake Champlain, 
where his stately mansion, with its 150 
rooms, embellishes an estate of 3,000 acres, 
including a beautiful park and some model 
farms. The contest at this time threatened 
to be a duel of a sort Vermont has never 
seen, a battle between very wealthy men, 
with all which that may imply in politics. 

There stood as an onlooker outside this 
contest the shrewd old man who has al- 
ready introduced another novelty in Ver- 
mont politics—‘‘ a machine.”” He is Senator 
Proctor, and in building up the organiza- 
tion which he had begun to believe had 
already made Vermont his private pocket 
possession, he has profited more heavily 
by the prohibition law than any other man 
in the State. It is a law which has never 
yet been strictly enforced in any large 
community, and the looseness of its opera- 
tions gives plenty of opportunity for dis- 
trict leaders to protect friends and to pun- 
ish enemies. It also gives.a good living to 
a great many lawyers, spies, and so-called 
“town agents ’’—or dispensary agents, as 
they would be called in South Carolina. 

The shrewd old Senator played the part of 
B’rer Fox at first. He intended to enter his 
son Fletcher in the race in his own good 
time. For years he has been boasting that 
his son was the natural heir to his supreme 
position in Vermont, and that the young 
man possessed the ability to maintain it. 
His aim was to freeze Dr. Webb out and 
then beat McCullough in the caucuses be- 
fore the convéntion. He disliked Dr. Webb 
and nursed a grievance against him. By 
every means known to so shrewd a man 
he sought to discourage the doctor, and 
when the Senator put his son Fietcher into 
the race the doctor was ready to drop out, 
and did so. Not being a politician, he could 
not know that his popularity was sufficient 
to insure his beating both Proctor and Mc- 
Cullough. At all events, he did not covet an 
honor which needed fighting for. No sooner 
had he withdrawn than seven men in every 
ten in the State declared that he would 
have won. This more than satisfied Dr. 
Webb, who sees now that he can have the 
Governorship five years hence without a 
struggle. 

When Dr. Webb drew out, Perceval W. 
Clement announced himself as a candidate, 
and in favor of the repeal of the prohibition 
law, which has substituted hypocrisy and 
disrespect for !aw for that self-respect and 
orderliness which distinguish this people in 
their other relations to government and so- 
ciety. Mr. Clement was at the time Presi- 
dent of Dr. Webb's Rutland Railroad, but 
he resigned his office, and the doctor as- 
sumed the management of the railroad. 
The attitude of Mr. Clement toward pro- 
hibition had the effect of a bombshell in the 
State. He is a highly respected citizen of 
Rutland, of old Vermont stock, a banker, 
a man of large means secured by his own 
shrewdness, a man of family and of quiet 
and sober living. His arguments have 
proved as formidable as his personality, 
but at the outset the clergymen endeav- 
ored to thwart him by holding union meet- 
ings and denouncing his project. They 
were to learn that their belief in the re- 
spectability of the present law as it is er- 
forced here was a mistaken one, and that 
it had grown upon the body politic with 
its many antiquated and unjust provisions 
at a time when Vermont was a side-tracked 
Commonwealth, apart from the beaten 
lines of travel, and scarcely influenced by 
the experience and methods of its neighbor 
States. 

In saying this there is no intention here 
to side with Mr. Clement or aid the cause 
of liquor selling, but the facts are such as 
to render it a reproach upon a man’s in- 
tellect if he knows what goes on in Ver- 
mont, compares this with the teachings 
and tendencies of the times elsewhere, and 
still abets the present system. For ages 
man has struggled with the problem of 
managing the drink question, and it may 
be both indisputably and calmly stated that 
the one proved fact, the one assured dis- 
covery, is that prohibition does not prohibit. 
As it is practiced here it results in the main- 
tenance of more places where drink is illic- 


itly sold than there would be under an open 
law. In practically all of these secret saloons 
wretched, adulterated, and highly poisonous 
decoctions are offered, and pure liquor is 
almost impossible to obtain. The Selectmen 
of each town appoint a town agent for 
the dispensing of liquors upon pre- 
scription, and most of these agents, who 
take half the profits, vend vile liquor 
and break the law by handing it out to any 
citizen whom they know as a neighbor, he 
he a drunkard or not, without the formality 
of asking to see his prescription. Any man 
found drunk or simulating drunkenness 
may declare that he obtained his drinks of 
whemsoever he is at enmity with, and his 
word is, by law, a proof superior to any 
denials or testimony by friends that the 
accused may offer. No citizen, whether a 
hotel keeper or a private householder, is 
wholly safe from a charge of this sort, and 
the penalty is very severe. 

No visitor to the State is any more “ im- 
mune” than the residents, nor can a visit- 
or es | his own intoxicants for strictly 

rsonal use over the borders of the State 
f the fact is known or any official cares to 
search his effects. 

“Blind pigs.” abound, and in the large 
towns outnumber any other single class of 

laces of business. Bogus drug stores with 

rooms in the rear are ‘a notable feature 
of the appointments of these towns and 
cities. Drinking, therefore, goes on in Ver- 
mont as if there were no law against it; 
its extent is augmented by the secrecy and 
risk attached to it, but little or none of the 
liquor sold is fit to drink, and every drink 
urchased is a toast to disorder and a vio- 
ation of law.

CLEANING EAST SIDE STREETS. 


Commissioner. Woodbury Talks to Jani- 
tors of His Present Efforts 
and Aims. 


Street Cleaning Commissioner Woodbury 
addressed the Janitors’ Association at jhe 
University Settlement on Rivington Street 
last night. Jacob Basbein, President of the 
Association, occupied the chair. Commis- 
sioner Woodbury, who was greeted with 
great applause, said in part: 

“You may be surprised when I tell you 
that during the Jewish holidays in April 
we carted not less than 11,000 cubic yards 
of garbage from this district down here. 
It's an awful lot. 

‘Since then things have improved. You 
have helped me to clean the streets here, 
and I am much indebted to you for that 
help. I will need it in the future just as 
much as in the past.

you that your streets down here will be 
kept absolutely clean. As it is now that 
can hardly be done. I think, however, 
that you will notice some improvement in 
the last three months. Give me _ six 
months, and you will see a still greater 
change.”’ 


POLICE CAPTAIN DUNN DEAD. 


Blood Poisoning Followed Chiropodist’s 
Operation—Record as a Policeman. 


Police Capt. James Dunn, one of the vet- 
erans of the force in Brooklyn, died yester- 
day at his home, 160 Arlington Avenue, 
that borough. About five weeks ago Capt. 
Dunn had one of his feet operated on by a 
chiropodist. Blood poisoning resulted, 
eventually causing death. At the time of 

is death Capt. Dunn was in command of 
the East New York Station. 

He was born in Wisconsin in 1838 and 
moved with his parents to this city in early 
life. He became a policeman in Brooklyn 
in 1866 and was promoted to the rank of 
Sergeant in 1870. His first command was 
the old Ninth Sub-Station, 
Broadway, near Greene Avenue. While he 
was there he effected the capture of the 
notorious Porter-Irving gang of burglars, 
in July, 1875. 

Soon after he had made this irfportant 
capture Dunn was made a Captain and 
placed in command of the Fourteenth Pre- 
cinct, then newly established. Subsequent- 
ly he served as commander of the Hamburg 
Avenue, the Gates Avenue, the Coney Isl- 


and, and the Adams Street Precinct. Last 
February he was transferred from Adams 
Street to the East New York Precinct at 
his own request. 

Capt. Dunn was one of the best known 
men in the department in Brooklyn. He 
leaves a wife, six sons, and a daughter. 
The funeral services will be held in St. Mal- 
achy’s Roman Catholic Church on Friday 
morning. 


New Hamburg-American Liner Here.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Estimates of 
the strength of the sentiment in the Sen- 
ate in favor of the Panama route for an 
isthmian canal varied somewhat to-day, 
but there were few polls of the Senate 
which did not show a decided majority for 
the Spooner amendment to the Hepburn 
bill. One of the members of the Senate 
Committee on Isthmian Canals said to-day 
that he had no doubt the Spooner amend- 
ment would prevail.

An Indirect Effect of the Miners’ 
Strike. 


Employes Demand Discharge of Girls 
Whose Relatives Still Work in Col- 
lieries and Quit the Mill. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 17.—Be- 
cause the General Manager would not dis- 
charge five girls whose relatives are still 
at work in the mines, the Wilkesbarre Lace 
Manufacturing Company, the largest in 
the United States, was compelled to shut 
down to-day. 

Between 800 and 1,000 persons are af- 
fected. The lacemakers and cotton work- 
ers are strongly organized, and have been 
helping the striking miners in every way 
possible. It appears that the lacemakers 
learned that relatives of the girls were 
working in the mines, and the girls were 
given the alternative of either quitting the 
lace mill or having their relatives leave the 
collieries, 

Failing in this the Cotton Workers’ Union 
requested the discharge of the girls, but 
the manager refused to comply. The em- 
ployes of the cotton department thereupon 
quit. The manager then asked the weavers 
what they intended to do, and after a 
meeting the weavers replied that they could 
not work with “ unfair’’ workers and also 
quit. 

The shutting down of the lace mill was 
the only important development in the 
Wyoming region to-day. The general strike 
situation remains unchanged. The miners 
report that more men came out to-day, and 
the coal company officials, on the con- 
trary, claimed they are increasing their 
forces around the collieries. 

There is a persistent rumor afloat that 
non-union men will be brought into the 
coal fields to mine coal. This cannot be 


done because practically all the anthracite 
miners in the country are located in this 
region and all are on strike. New men 
cannot take their places under the laws of 
Pennsylvania. No man can be employed as 
a miner without first having obtained a 
certificate showing that he has had a two- 
years’ experience at anthracite mining. 

A number of men attacked a coal and 
aoa pomcemnn in South Wilkesbarre to- 
night. 

Relief work among the striking mine 
workers has been started in several sec- 
tions of the region, but to what extent 
‘cannot be definitely learned. 


PITTSBURG, June 17.—Current reports to 
the effect that bitumniuos coal is being 
shipped eastward in great quantities to 
help out on the shortage caused by the 

| anthracite miners’ strike was the subject 


of much talk in this district to-day. While 
soft coal may be going into the Eastern 
market, little if any of it is being shipped 
from the Pittsburg district. All of the big 
producers in this district say positively 
that all of their product for the year was 
contracted for months ago. It is intimated 
that the soft coal being shipped to the 
East goes from the Central Pennsylvania 
or Clearfield district. 


ROANOKE, Va., June 17.—A special from 
Vivian, West Va.. says the army of strik- 
ers which marched down through the coal 
field last night took up the march to-day 
for Pocahontas, Va., where they will camp 
to-night. They left West Vivian several 
hundred strong, and were joined by others, 
A guard was shot at the Empire Coal and 
Coke Company’s tipple last night, but not 
seriously injured. 


FAIRMONT, West Va., June 17.—Justice 
Fleming decided to-day that the miners’ 
strike leaders were guilty of violating Judge 
Mason's injunction, and held them in 
bond to answer an indictment at the next 
term of court. 


COAL OPERATORS TALK. 


There were persistent reports down town 
yesterday that the end of the strike of the 
anthracite miners may be near, though no 
one would openly vouch for them. A busi- 
ness man who is connected with the Civic 
Federation said that a plan of arbitration 
had been in contemplation, but admitted 
that no settlement of any kind was likely 
until the strikers first returned to work. 

G. F. Baer, President of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad, whose main office 
is in Philadelphia, was for several hours 
yesterday in the New York office of the 
company at 143 Liberty Street. The Phila- 
delphia and Reading system controls 50 
per cent. of the anthracite interests, 

Mr. Baer would not undertake, when seen, 
to predict when the strike would end. He 
said, however, that there was no third 
party in the matter. 

“The only settlement that can take 
place,’’ he continued, ‘‘is the end of the 
strike. I would not undertake to make any 


redictions as to when the strike will end. 

fou cannot go by any legal formula in a 
case like this.”’ 

President Fowler of the Ontario and 
Western Railroad said that his company 
would be willing to confer with the strikers 
after they returned to work; not before. 

‘They chose to go on strike,’’ he con- 
tinued, “‘ and took the consequences. Mitch-

‘Recognition of the union was had when 
its representatives met the Presidents of 
the coal-carrying companies; therefore that 
point fell by the wayside. The other feat- 
ures were discussed calmly and deliberate- 
ly, and no result was had; therefore the 
representatives of the United Mine Work- 
ers put the onus of a strike upon the work- 
men themselves with the known result.” 


MINERS BECOME BRICKMAKERS.

NEWBURG, N. Y., June 17.—All the 
brickyards on the Hudson River in this vi- 
cinity are shorthanded, and the manu- 
facturers are experiencing great difficulty 


in procuring help to keep the yards going. 
This week about forty strikers from the 
Pennsylvania mines went to work at the 
yards in Stony Point, and it is expected 
that the end of the week will witness at 
least 200 miners working on the yards 
along the Hudson. 

The miners say they consider it prefer- 
able to weenie in the mines. They are 
foreigners and big, strong fellows, but are 
slow and awkward in their movements, 
and not capable of doing as much work as 
the ordinary brick workers. The manu- 
facturers appear willing to overlook this 
fact, and it is believed will give employ- 
ment to a large number of the striking

MAJOR SHALER CRUSHED 
UNDER FALL OF ROCK 


Contractor Probably Fatally Hurt 
in His Tunnel Section. 


Was Inspecting Park Avenue Work 
with Engineers Parsons and Rice, 
Who Had Narrow Escapes— 
His Neck Broken. 


After being pursued for months by mis- 
fortunes so great that he had become 
known as ‘the hoodoo contractor,’’ Major 
Ira A. Shaler suffered the climax of his 
bad luck early yesterday morning in the 
subway tunnel under Park Avenue. A mass 
of crumbling rock fell on him as he stood 
beside Chief Engineer William Barclay 
Parsons «nd Assistant Engineer George S. 
Rice of the Rapid Transit Commission, and 
now he is lying in the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital, his neck broken, his body partially 
paralyzed from shoulders to feet, and his 
chances of living hardly one in a hundred. 

Mr. Parsons and Mr. Rice had a narrow 
escape. They had made an engagement 
with Mr. Shaler late Monday evening to 
meet him at 7:45 yesterday morning and 
go with him on a tour of inspection through 
his section, which extends from Thirty- 
fourth to Forty-first Street, and consists 
of two separate tunnels, each running un- 
der a wall of the tunnel used by the Mad- 
ison Avenue cars of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company. At the appointed time 
the three met, and a start was made at 8 
o'clock. 

Messrs. Shaler, Parsons, and Rice went first 
through this easterly tunnel. They found 
that the ‘‘ grout ’’ experiment, consisting of 
filling the damaged portion with a prepa- 
ration of concrete and boring the tunnel 
anew, had worked successfully, and that 
on this side of the avenue there was little 
further to be done, except for the concrete 
lining, which was being put in as fast as 
was possible. Emerging from the shaft at 
Forty-first Street, having made their start 
at Thirty-fourth, they descended into the 
opposite shaft leading down to the wester- 
ly tunnel. 

On the westerly side the work had been 
done from the bottom. What is known as 
a “‘ bottom heading” had been cut through 
to Thirty-fourth Street, and then it was 
necessary to cut away the roof before the 
tunnel was burrowed to its full height. 
The taking out of the roof had progressed 
well from both ends, and there remained 
only a few hundred feet of it to be re- 
moved. In this short distance the rock had 
been found unsound, and it was to examine 
it and decide upon the best method of 
propping it up that the three men were led 
to make their dangerous inspection tour. 

All along the unsafe stretch there was 
plenty of timbering. At one point, however, 
some of the wooden supports had just been 
removed to allow the miners a purchase in 
proceeding with their work. 

All three men knew that the boulder 
at which they were looking might topple 
down at any moment. Mr. Parsons took a 
long pole and dislodged a piece of it. Then 
they stood several feet away and looked 


at it, talking about the means of timbering 
and. regretting that all the rock was not | 


solid. The boulder was approximately un- 
der the Thirty-ninth Street crossing. 

How Mr. Shaler happened to step under 
the rock nobody knows... Anyway, he 
stepped away from his companions just a 

| few inches, and a second later a mass of 
the rotten stone had crushed him prostrate 
to the miners’ dump on which they had 
been standing. 

Mr. Rice was close beside him as he fell, 
buried in the débris. The stone, having 
started from its resting place in one mass, 
weighing about 1,000 pounds, had broken 
into small pieces upon striking him. It 
had appeared to strike him on the head, 
shoulders, and body simultaneously. His 
companions felt the small fragments clat- 
tering down on their feet, but neither of 
them ws hurt. 

Mr. Shaler, lying amid the mass of rock 
and unable to move hand or foot, displayed 
a wonderful nerve. With no outcry he 
raised his head as much as he could and 
said: 

‘“*I believe my back ifs broken.” 

In the meanwhile eight or ten miners 
who had been at work near by had fled 
precipitately. The calls of the two engi- 
neers failed to bring them back, and it was 
many minutes, after Mr. Parsons had run 
out of the tunnel to summon aid, before 
they. could be prevailed upon to return. 
The only man who came to the aid of his 


employer immediately was Foreman C. E. 
Fraser, who had been with the party and 
was standing not more than twenty feet 
away when the crash tame. 

The engineers and foreman, aided later by 
a physician from the Manhattan Eye and 
Ear Hospital, which is across the avenue 
from the Murray Hill Hotel, managed to 
rig up a temporary litter of two long 
boards. On this they placed the injured 
man, after extricating him from the stone 
with much difficulty. The litter was placed 
on a handcar used for hauling out blasted 
rock, and upon reaching the Forty-first 
Street shaft Mr. Shaler, still conscious and 
talking to the others, was brought to the 
street surface in the bucket that carries 
tools, rock, and workmen to and fro from 
the tunnel. 

An ambulance summoned by Mr. Par- 
sons’s order arrived soon, and the sub- 
contractor was taken at full speed to the 
hospital. Before he started he gave in- 
structions about calling up his family over 
the telephone, and expressed a desire that 
**the General,’’ as he dubbed Mr. Parsons, 
should accompany him to the hospital. 

The physicians made an examination and 
found that his injuries consisted of a broken 
spine, broken between the sixth and sev- 
enth cervica! vertebrae, or low down on 
the neck; a severe, but not dangerous, 
wound of the scalp, and a bad cut on one 
leg. 

‘*He is in a most critical condition,” said 
Dr.-Fisher, the Superintendent, later in the 


day. 

Soon after Mr. Shaler came to the hos- 
pital his family and many relatives ar- 
rived. Among them were his wife, his 
mother, and his father, Gen. Alexander 
Shaler, all of whom live with him at 27 
Washington. Square North. When the 
younger Mrs. Shaler reached the main hall 
of the hospital she had not heard how se- 
rious were her husband's injuries. As she 
came in some one was telephoning that he 
was fatally hurt. The telephone booth was 
not closed, and Mrs. Shaler, on hearing the 
sad news, collapsed utterly. 

Mr. Shaler’s mishaps, as is well known, 
took away from him all prospect of profit 
out of his section of the subway. At first 
various aggrieved parties entered suits for 
damages against him, but later they found 
that he had no ering: # to speak of and be-

August Belmont’s Big Sloop First 
in Atlantic Y. C. Regatta. 


“Charlie” Barr Sailed the Winning 
Seventy-Foot Sloop—A Strong Wind 


Prevailed All Day. 


August Belmont's sloop Mineola defeated 
J. R. Maxwell's Yankee by 2 minutes 31 
seconds over a twenty-six-mile course in 
the annual regatta of the Atlantic Yacht 
Club in the lower bay yesterday. Frederick 
K. Brewster's schooner Elmina, over the 
same course, defeated Charles M. Smith- 
er’'s Muriel by 2 minutes 26 seconds. These 
two races were the features of the regatta. 

It was the first appearance this year of 
the “ seventies”’ that helped to make fa- 
mous the yachting season of 1900, Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt's Rainbow was entered, but 
did not appear, and the Mineola and the 
Yankee had it to themselves. Capt. 
Charles Barr sailed the Mineola, while J. 
R. Maxwell handled his own boat. The 
course was from. the starting. line in 
Gravesend Bay to the Southwest Spit, Jeav- 
ing that on the port hand, then to the 
Scotland Lightship, leaving that on the 
port, and thence to the starting line. With 
the wind west of north the first leg of 
the course was a reach, followed by a run 
to the lightship, with a beat and a short 
reach to home, 

The yachts were sent off at 11:35. The 
Mineola had’ the best of the start, being in 
the windward position, and about 40 sec- 
onds in the lead as she crossed the line. 
She had up her mainsail, jib, staysail and 
working topsail, and as she went over the 
line she set a big jib topsail. The Yankee 
was slower in getting into trim. Her work- 
ing topsail set badly, and it was several 
minutes before it could be got into shape. 
By that time the Mineola’ had further in- 
creased her lead. Down to the first mark, 
at the Southwest Spit, the Yankee man- 
aged to hold her own, however. Timed from 
the judges’ boat, the Mineola rounded the 
Spit buoy at 12:09:15, and the Yankee.at 
12:11, being in the lead 1 minute 15 sec- 
onds, In the run from the Spit to the Light- 
ship the Mineola slightly increased her 
lead. She rounded the lightship at 12:53:05, 
and her rival followed at 12:54:39. 

In the windward work from the Light- 
ship to the finish Capt. Barr’s skill was 
effectively displayed. Both sailing masters 
eplit tacks several times, but the efforts 
of the Yankee to close up on the Mineola 
were wholly ineffectual. At a distance 
it looked as though Capt. Barr was play- 
ing with his rival. The gaff of the 
Mineola broke just as the home stretch 
was entered upon, and tthe boat had to be 
nursed carefully the rest of the way to 
the finish. But despite this mishap, she 
steadily increased her lead, and crossed the 
line with every sail set and every stitch 
of canvas drawing, and heeled well over. 
The Yankee came in with her topsail still 
flapping. 

Second in interest only to the race be- 
tween the “ seventies’’ was the race be- 
tween the two big schooners. These were 
the first boats started on the 11:35 gun, 
going over the line just ahead of the 
Mineola and the Rainbow. In the ma- 
noeuvring for the start the Muriel tacked 
about close to the line, and crossed almost 
upon the second that the gun was fired. 
The Elgina was more than a minue be- 
hind. The Elmina at once settled down 
to the work of overtaking the Muriel. At 
the first turn, however, she was still be- 
hind, the Spit Buoy being rounded by 
Muriel at 12:09:35, and the Elmina at 
12:10:14. The Brewster boat had made up 
fully a half minute of her disadvantage 
at the start. When the two big schooners 
rounded the Lightship the Muriel had re- 
gained a few seconds of her loss, her time 


at the point being 12:55:05, against the 
Elmina’s 12:55:50. On the windward work 
coming, the Elmina soon headed her rival, 
and once having established the lead held 
it easily to the finish. Just before the line 
was reached a tug with a tow came up the 
bay and crossed the bows of the Muriel 
and compelling the schooner to wear off, 
but this interference, aggravating though 
it was, did not affect the result of the 
race. The Muriel was already beaten. 

On the whole, it was a good day for 
racing. The wind was strong, fully twen- 
ty-five miles an hour, and held true all 
day. Some of the smaller yachts went out 
under reefs, and the choppy sea outside 
gave them plenty of work. Accidents were 
not, however, numerous or important. The 
Mineola broke her gaff, the Mariquita 
split her boom, and the Ondawa came in 
with ragged topsails. 

The fifty-one-foot sloops sailed an eight- 
een-mile course from the starting line to 
the Southwest Spit Buoy, to the Bell Buoy 
off the point of the Hook, and to the 
finish line.

H. E. Mapes’s Bay Trotter, Jolly Bach- 
elor, Beaten in Three-Heat Race 
on the Speedway. 


The match race between Nathan Straus’s 
trotting gelding Cobwebs (2:12) and H. E. 
Mapes's bay trotter Jolly Bachelor, who has 
been having things pretty much his own 
way of late, drew a large and representa- 
tive gathering of amateur reinsmen to 
the Harlem River Speedway yesterday. It 
has long been a questi®n which of the two 
trotters was the faster, and Mr. Straus’s 
proposition to meet Jolly Bachelor several 
days ago was eagerly accepted by Mr. 
Mapes, the conditions being the best two 
in three heats over the upper stretch, own- 
ers to drive. 

The footing was excellent yestérday aft- 
ernoon and both horses appeared on time.

Jolly Bachelor went away like a 
shot and gained a couple of lengths. be- 
fore Cobwebs, who is usually very fast on 


the breakaway, had reached his stride. 
Mr. Straus saw at once that he was badly 
handicapped and urged Cobwebs to his 
best efforts. Nearing the first quarter post 
Cobwebs warmed up to his work and bv- 
gun to close the gap, but before he could 
reach even terms Jolly Bachelor showed a 
burst of speed that increased his lead and 
carried him past the post a winner by «a 
good length. Both trotters scored several 
times before they were got away for the 
second heat. 

Jolly Bachelor set the pace for the first 
quarter, but in the final drive Cobwebs 
went by him with a rush, carrying ne 
Bachelor to a break and winning out wit 
a length to the good. The tinal heat was 
a repetition of the second. Jolly Bachelor 
set the pace for three-quarters of the dis- 
tance, but went to a bad break in an effort 
to follow Cobwebs’s finishing spurt, and 
before he had recovered the heat was lost 
to him by a couple of lengths. 


CREWS ALL WORKING WELL. 


Poughkeepsie Oarsmen in Fine Trim 
for a Close Finish — Severe Dis- 
cipline for Columbia’s Fresh- 
man Captain. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 17.—With 
the intercollegiate boat races only four days 
distant, the crews are rapidly approaching 
that stage of tension which is such a crit- 
ical period in the training for an athletic 
contest of this character. This was ex- 
emplified to-day in the action of Coach 
Hanlan in forcing the resignation of Capt. 
Scott of the freshman eight for disobedi- 
ence of orders. Hanlan told him to stay 
in the cove, but the freshman ordered his 
crew into deep water and rowed two miles 
from the boathouse. The Captain's ex- 
cuse that he misunderstood orders was not 
considered good. The crew elected B. N. 
Wheeler to succeed Scott. 

There nevér was a time in college rowing 
when every crew was so on edge, and when 
the feeling of uncertainty as to the proba- 


ble victor was so general. ‘“‘ Josh’’ Ward, 
the old-time champion oarsman, voiced the 
general opinion when he said: ‘‘ This race 
will not be decided by boat lengths. It 
will be a matter of feet, and maybe 
inches,"’ 

The river was a trifle choppy this even- 
ing. Pennsylvania's two eights and ’Var- 
sity four went up to the head of the course 
and rowed back against the tide, being 
coached generally on form. The practice 
of the Cornell ‘Varsity satisfied Coach 
Courtney that they have endurance to row 
the four miles against strong competition. 

While Cornell and Pennsylvania were 
going down the course, Wisconsin's two 
crews passed them, rowing up with Andrew 
Odea coaching from the yacht. The ’Var- 
sity went to Crum Elbow at the starting 
mark and returned. 

Hanlan worked unusually hard with the 
two Columbia eights this evening. First 
he took out the freshmen and had them 
row to the two-mile mark at a lively clip, 
while he followed with a perfect running 
fire of criticisms and suggestions. On the 
way back to quarters anlan ran his 
launch close to the Cornell and Wisconsin 
crews and had a good look at them. 

“i hha A are both very fine crews. It 
would be hard to choose between them,” 
he said afterward. Finishing with the 
freshmen, Hanlan accompanied his ’Varsity 
eight to the ice house and back, making 
a row of six miles. All the other crews 
had ieft the river when the blue and white 
started, and they finished their row by 
moonlight. 

“They are doing better,” Hanlan said 
laconically, when the day’s work was done. 
*““T don't expect to be ashamed of them on 
Saturday, if luck has been against them.” 

For the first time since the crew has been 
organized, the Georgetown ‘Varsity rowed 
four miles this evening. Coach Dempsey 
took his crew to the finish and sent them 
up the course with the tide. They rowed 
in good form, and at a lively pace. They

He Successfully Champions the 
Cause of Veterans in Office. 


He Knows One Veteran Whose Salary 
Was Reduced from One Thousand 
Dollars to Eleven Hun- 
dred Dollars. 


The Board of Aldermen met yesterday, 
and the routine business of the meeting 
was interrupted by laughter and applause 
caused by speeches made by Alderman 
James J. Bridges of Brooklyn. Presidént 
Cassidy succeeded in having passed an au- 
thorization for a special issue of revenue 
bonds amounting to $45,000 to be used in 
improving the fire alarm system in Queens 
Borough outside of Long Island City. 
Alderman Sullivan introduced a resolution 
directing Mayor Low to order the Commis- 
sioner of Health to enforce Section 134 of 
the Sanitary Code, which prohibits the use 
of soft coal. The resolution was adopted. 

Alderman Bridges then introduced a res- 
olution directing the Board of Estimate to 
restore the salaries of veterans of the Span- 
ish-American war and veteran firemen 
whose wages have been reduced. The fol- 
lowing is a verbatim report of the speech 
made by Alderman Bridges on his resolu- 
tion: 

** Now, I don’t believe as there is not a 
man in this board as would protest against 
having the salaries of the’ veterans of the 
two wars and the firemen reduced. If there 
is not a man in favor to have the salaries 
reduced, then I say to him, ‘ Let him go on 
record,’ and I say it ain’t fair and manly 
to stand up here and vote against these 
men who preserved this Union against the 
invasion of this city and Washington and 
Jersey City and other cities, and I am in 
the position of having their salaries placed 
in the same position as before they was 
lowered. I say that it would be a disgrace 
and a shame for the members of this board 
for to have this resolution defeated in this 
board. Now, I say to the members of this 
board that there is no politics in this meas- 
ure. It is a measure which should be 
adopted by the Democrats and Republicans 
because we know that when the war broke 
out every man was patriotic enough to go 
to war without knowing when he would re- 
turn back to this city.” 

“This board has no power to act in this 
manner,” said Alderman Walkeley. 

“Now, I say,” continued Alderman 
Bridges, ‘‘ if we have no power to order the 
Board of Estimate, then let us request and 
get it in the shape. I don’t believe in mak- 
ing any request. I believe we should tell 
the Board of Estimate to do its duty, and 
that is not to lower the sajaries of veterans. 
I believe that the salaries should be raised.” 

President Cantor asked to have the lst 
of the veterans in office produced whose 
salaries had been reduced. It was stated 
that the list contained four names. 

“Yes,” said Alderman Bridges, “and 
there are others. I know a veteran down 
in The City Record office whose salary was 
reduced from $1,000 a year to $1,100-a 
year.” 

The members of the board laughed and 
shouted at this statement. ‘ 

“T have been guyed too much,” said 
Alderman Bridges, apologetically, ‘‘ and the 
noise disturbs me when I am speaking.” 

President Cantor said he was in favor of 
having the salaries of. veterans restored. 
The resolution was amended and passed, re- 
questing the Board of Estimate to restore 
the salaries of veterans. 

The sum of $250,000 was appropriated for 
a new Court House in the Bronx district, on 
Brook Avenue and One Hundred and Sixty- 
first Street. 

President Cantor requested the appropria- 
tion of $3,000 for preparing a suitable chil- 
Gren’s courtroom at 66 Third Avenue, so 
the work may be speedily carried on. The 
resolution was unanimously passed. 

Alderman Doull introduced a resolution 
at the request of the Central Federated 
Union requesting that action be taken by 
the Board of Aldermen to secure the recog- 
nition of labor unions, and to request the 
city to ask the Legislature to amend the 
civil servicc laws in such a@ manner as 
would compel the employment of union men 


by the municipal authorities of the State 
on all public work. President Cantor want- 
ed the matter laid over, but the resolution 
was passed without a roll call, and will go 
to Mayor Low for approval or disapproval. 
A report from the Municipal Art Commis- 
sion designated Long Acre Square as a 
suitable site for a monument to the sailors 
lost in the sinking of the Maine in Havana 
Harbor. 

‘* All those in favor,’’ shouted Chairman 
MclInness. 

“What's that—what’s that,” said Alder- 
man Bridges. “‘ Where is this Long Acre 
Square, and what's this all about?”’ 

Then informed Alderman Bridges said 
while all the members were laughing: 

‘“*T don’t see nothing to laugh at. don’t 
see why you fellows laugh at me. I ain't 
said nothing funny. If you fellows want to 
laugh, can laugh at your own folly.” 

The ard adjourned after transacting 
some routine business.

WEEKLY CROP REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—The following is the 
Weather Bureau's weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions: 
Highly favorable temperature conditions pre- 
vailed during the week in the great corn States 
of the central valleys; the Central and West Gulf

States suffered from excessive heat, and the dis- 
tricts from the Upper Missouri Valley to the 
New England Coast have experienced tempera- 
tures too low for favorable growth. The Lower 
Missouri and Upper Mississippi Valleys, and the 
southern portion of the upper lake region, where 
in previous weeks farm work has been inter- 
rupted by heavy rains, have received additional 
heavy rains, and crops in portions of these dis- 
tricts are much in need of cultivation. Abundant 
rains have effectually relieved the drought in 
the South Atlantic States, but the almost entire 
absence of rain in the Central and West Gulf 
States hasintensified drought conditions previous- 
ly existing in those sections. Weather conditions 
on the Pacific Coast were favorable, except in 
Oregon and Washington, where the nights were 
too cool. 

Corn has made rapid growth in Nebraska, 
Kansas, Missouri, Indiana, and in portions of 
Illinols and Iowa, and is much improved in 
Ohio. In portions of Iowa and Northern Illinois 
the crop has suffered from heavy rains, and in 
Wisconsin and Michizan from both excessive 
moisture and low temperatures. In Kentucky, 
Tennessee, and generally throughout the Middle 
and South Atlantic States corn is doing well, 
but is suffering seriously from drought in the 
Central and West Gulf States, and is being 
cut for fodder in portions of Texas. 

Winter wheat has made generally favorable 
progress during the past week, further improve- 
ment being reported from the Ohio Valley and 
lake region. n Northern Illinois the crop has 
suffered to some extent from heavy rains, and 
much lodging on rich soils is reported from Wis- 
consin, arvest has begun in Kansas and South- 
ern Illinois, has progressed under favorable con- 
ditions in Missouri, is about finished in the 
Carolinas and Tennessee, and wheat is ripening 
in Southern Nebraska, with very promising out- 
look. Winter wheat continues in promising con- 
dition in Washington and Oregon, and a good 
crop is being harvested in Northern and Central 
California. 

Spring wheat has been damaged in flooded 
valleys in portions of Iowa, but is doing well 
in the drier portions of the State, and some of 
the late sown in South Dakota is weedy... With 
these exceptions, the crop is in excellent con- 
dition throughout the Spring wheat regions. 

Oats have suffered some injury in Northern 
Tilinots and portions of Iowa from yf rains, 
and too rank growth is reported from Nebraska 
and Wisconsin; elsewhere throughout the cen- 
tral valleys and lake region the crop has ad- 
vanced favorably and is in promising condition, 
but less favorable reports are received from the 
Middle and South Atlantic States. 

Over the northern portion of the western and 
central districts, and generally throyghout the 
eastern portion of the cotton belt, cotton has ex- 
erlenced generally favorable conditions, although 
ice are causing injury in portions of South Caro- 
lina and Georgia. Over the southern portion of 
the central district and throughout Texas the 
crop has made slow growth; lice infest many 
fields in Mississippi and Louisiana, and rain is 
now urgently needed in these districts, espe- 
cially in Texas, where, however, despite adverse 
conditions, the crop is holding on well, and the 
reports of lice and boll weevil are diminishing. 
The crop is generally well cultivated throughout 
the cotton belt, 

The season has been very unfavorable for trans- 
planting tobacco jn the Middle Atlantic States and 
Kentucky, and the crop has suffered much from 
drought in Virginia, North Carolina, and par- 
tions of Kentucky. More favorable conditidns 
are reported from Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 
and isconsin. 

The general condition of grass continues favor- 
able, except in the Ohio Valley and Middle At- 
lantic States.

COTTON.—There was no halt in the down- 
ward movement started. The market opened 
easy with June 2 points higher and other months 
3 to 5 points lower, following which there was 
little change up to 11 o’clock. The room con- 
tingent was bearishly influenced by rumors of 
general light rains over the western belt, notably 
in Texas, and gave little attention to early 
bullish Liverpool cables. The English market 
was due to come 1% to 3 points lower, but in 
reality was net unchanged to % point lower. 
July sold off to 8.58 and August touched 8.29. 
But as the session progressed the room contin- 
gent lost a portion of its bear confidence and 
covered up as a matter of precaution pending the 
arrival of the weekly Crop weather summary 
from Washington, due at 12 M. The late English 
cables gave a full response in, Liverpool to our 
decline and selling orders made their appearance 
from ‘Europe and the South. The commission 
houses contingent sold freely on stop orders. The 
receipts were larger than expected, though still 
less than those noted for same time last year, 
and private telegrams from the South deciared 
spot cotton was offered at lower prices without 
attracting buyers who were depending upon fine 
crop conditions to further depress values for 
actual, cottor’. Promptly at the time set the 
Government weekly crop and weather summary 
made its appearance and proved one of the most 
favorable of recent times, noting a break in the 
drought over the Eastern belt and no serious 
effects from dry weather as yet over the Central 
and Western belts. Blooms and squares were re- 
ported and cultivation was described as at a 
complete state. Rain was said to be needed seri- 
ously in some sections, though no mention was 
made of likely damage during the next few 
days. The special weather reports gave light 
rains in some portions of Texas, whil® the late 
weather forecast indicated showers for Okla- 
homa, Indian Territory, and Arkansas to-night 
and to-morrow. Immediately following the 
reading of the report the whole market listed 
badly toward the bear side, with July off to 
8.50 and August to 8.23. Pronounced weakness 
in the New Orleans market served to intensify 
the heaviness here. The local market closed easy 
and net 10 to 14 points lower. Around 8.20 for 
August a prominent Wall Street operator was a 
heavy buyer, and some of the more conservative 
traders purchased the late positions for a sharp 
rally to-morrow, belleving prices were low enough 
until more was known of the Texas drought. 
Trading was active all day, with total sales 
estimated at 250,000 bales. 

A summary of the Government crop follows: 
Over the northern portion of the central and 
western districts, and generally throughout the 
eastern portion of the cotton belt, cotton has 
experienced generally favorable conditions, al- 
though lice are causing injury in portions of 
South Carolina and Georgia. Over the southern 
portion of the central districts and throughout 
Texas the crop has made slow growth. Lice in- 
fest many fields in Mississippi and ,Louisiana, 
and rain is now urgently needed in these dis- 
tricts, especially in Texas, where, however, de- 
spite adverse conditions the crop is holding on 
well, and the reports of lice and boll weevil are 
diminishing. The crop is generally well culti- 
vated throughout the cotton belt. Texas—De- 
spite adverse conditions, cotton holds its own 
generally, but in many sections growth is ar- 
rested, and life of the plant depends on rain 
in the near future. Lice and boll weevil are 
decreasing. Scattering reports of shedding leaves 
and bolls. Plant fruiting fairly well.

BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—But for the sen- 
sational advance in July corn at Chicago, wheat 
would probably have sold off somewhat. As it 
was, the market closed just about steady at Mon- 
day’s price level, with sentiment still inclined 
toward the bear side, but afraid to do much on 
the short account while corn was so unsettled. 
Only a few times during the day did July in 
New York exceed the previous night's close. 
Several other markets, however, displayed con- 
siderable strength at times, notably Minneapolis, 
which went up a cent, and St. Louis, which 
gained half as much, the former on receipts of 
only 88 cars and the latter because of showers 
through Kansas. A good part of the day New 
York was under 78%c for July, influenced by the 
local attitude against advancing tendencies and 
by irregular late cables.

DEGREE FOR MR.CLEVELAND 


Ex-President Is Made a Doctor of 
Jurisprudence, 


The Honor Is Conferred by the Augus- 
tinian College of St. Thomas 
at Villanova, Penn. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 17.—For the first 
time in the United States the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Jurisprudence was con- 
ferred to-day at the Augustinian College 
of St. Thomas at Villanova. The recipient 
was ex-President Cleveland, who already 
had the degree of LL. D. conferred by the 
Princeton University. 

The ceremony of conferring the degree 
upon Mr. Cleveland was a part of the com- 
mencement exercises of the college, and 
tollowed the dedication of a new monastery, 
college, and chapel. The Austrian Ambas- 
sador, Ladislaus Hengelmuller, received 
the honorary degree of Doctor of Philos- 
ophy. Honorary degrees were also con- 
ferred as follows:

The exercises were held in the college, 
Archbishop Ryan presiding. Previous to 
conferring the diplomas, Mr. Cleveland 
spoke in part as follows: 

“Mr. President: 

“I desire to express in a few 
my appreciation of the honor just conferred 
on me by the College of St. Thomas of 
Villanova. It is certainly a great grati- 
fication to be deemed worthy of such 
notice by the governing body of an institu- 
tion of learning, within whose walls are 
found in a marked degree cpportunities for 
a thorough, substantial, and useful edu- 
cation. 

“This incident 
my mind the imperious edict of education, 
which forbids the hindrance or disturbance 
of its high mission by religious discrimina- 
tion, social intolerance, or any of the bar- 
riers that to a greater or less extent 
separates civilized humanity. The republic 
of education is based upon identical aim, 
equal rights in its opportunities, and im- 
partiality in the distribution of its rewards 
and honors. 

“This, it 
illustrated when the severely Catholic Col- 
lege of St. Thomas of Villanova bestows 
its highest honorary degree upon one con- 
nected with the management and holding 
an honorary degree in the severely Protes- 
tant Princeton University. 

“The processes of education as they ex- 
ist in this country of ours have, or always 
should have, in addition to other char- 
acteristics an especial harmony of purpose 
and design, as they are related to our 
Government; and this should constitute be- 
tween our institutions of learning a bond 
of close fraternity. 

“It will be a sad 
when the forces of 
teachers of moral living, shall cease to 
strive in unity to leaven the entire mass 
of our citizenship, or when their influence 
in that direction shall be divided and cir- 
cumscribed by religious and sectarian dif- 
ferences. 

**T hope I may be allowed to say in con- 
clusion a word to you who to-day complete 
your college course, and receive from those 
who have taught and guided you, a certifi- 
cate of good scholarship. This is indeed 
an honorable decoration and indorsement 
and one of which you may well be proud. 
But it means more than this. It involves 
a solemn and exacung trust; and it im- 
parts a pledge on your part that the edu- 
cation that you have received shall neither 
be hid in a napkin, nor held tightly to 
your breast as a means of self-g-orification 
and self-enjoyment.”’

Of 
course Mr. ADAMS asks that the neces- 
sary premises of fact and law be con- 
ceded. In this way he builds up an aca- 
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demic conception of the rebellion as a 
phase of American history of which fut- 
ure generations, purged of all current 
passion, may take so calm and lofty a 
view that the country will come to the 
point of erecting in Washington a bronze 
statue to the noblest man and most for- 
midable rebel of them all, RoBert E. 
LEE. 

We cannot accept Mr. ADAMs’s reason- 
ing, and we reject his conclusion alto- 
gether. His parallel between CROMWELL 
and Lee is purely literary, without a 
particle of historical sanction and devoid 
of moral resemblance. The foundation 
fact is that CroMWELL turned traitor to 
cure intolerable evils from which his 
country was suffering; to save it, not to 
split and destroy it. The treason of the 
Southern rebels in which LEE became a 
reluctant accomplice was entered into to 
defend and establish the right of seces- 
sion and of slavery, twin curses to the 
country which could never be safe from 
destruction until they were destroyed. 
JOHN MORLEY says of OLIVER CROMWELL 
that his revolution was the end of the 
mediaeval rather than the beginning of 
the modern era. To end the mediaeval 
era was an immense benefit for England, 
preparing the way for the real revolution 
of 1688, but Ler fought in a cause which 
was the very essence of reaction, intend-

He fought for 
principles, and upon a policy which brought 
about the Union of these States and the 
formation of the great Republic which is 
now one of the great powers of the world 
and one of the beneficent agencies of civ- 
ilizaticn and human progress; they fought 
to break up that Union, to destroy that 
Republic, and to establish a society and a 
Government based upon an institution ac- 
cursed of Gop and man. 


On that principle, on those historical 


distinctions, we can safely leave the 
case of LEE and his statue to be judged 
by succeeding generations, however re- 


mote. 


THE COAL STRIKE SITUATION. 


Everything points to the fact that the 
strike of the bituminous miners in West 
Virginia is a substantial failure. This 


was the only important field in which | 


MITCHELL could make a showing of sym- 
pathetic co-operation with the anthracite 
miners without destroying the United 
Mine Workers by closing the door to 
any further conference with them by the 
operators. Its membership in West Vir- 
ginia was not under contract and could 
strike without violating any pledges for 
the observance of which the United Mine 
Workers was responsible as an organiza- 
tion. It was not very difficult to induce 
some thirty thousand of the West Vir- 
ginia miners to quit work, but as they 
saw their places being filled by new men 
and recognized the fact that if they 
staid out long enough they would find 
no opportunity for re-employment they 
began to drift back again. A large num- 
ber are still in voluntary idleness, but 
the difficulties of the operators are dimin- 
ishing daily, and except for the lawless- 
ness which the strikers are employing 
to keep from the mines those who are 
anxious to work, all difficulty would be 
at an end. Obviously, such a condition 
of anarchy It 
may be effective for a little while, but 
the more violent the demonstrations the 
clearer the evidence that the difficulty 
confronting the leaders of keeping a re- 
luctant following in line is steadily in-

minority tries to dominate the majority 
and make itself powerful by violence it 
does not last very long. 

Concerning the Indiana and Illinois 
bituminous miners Mr. MITCHELL has 
been discreetly silent of late. He has 
hinted at calling out the miners of West- 
ern Pennsylvania, but probably he is too 
wise to venture any movement in that 
direction. Very strong local influences 
are opposed to him, and to use the bitu- 
minous men of Western Pennsylvania 
for his own purposes and to help win 
the strike on which his future as a leader 
so largely depends would bring him into 
a conflict with ambitious subordinates in 
the management of the union which he 
would gladly avoid. The lack of bitu- 
minous co-operation has not tended to 
encourage the anthracite miners, and 
broken promises are a poor basis on 
which to build personal popularity. 
MITCHELL'S reception in Wilkesbarre was 
much more enthusiastic than the cere- 
monies attending his return to the West 
are likely to be. If any good comes from 
the strike now in progress it will not 
be what he foresaw or demanded, but 
what he has ostentatiously repudiated 
as undesirable and impracticable. It will 
involve such a reorganization of the 
trade that the anthracite miners will dis- 


cover only disadvantage in a continued 
bituminous alliance. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS AS PLAYHOUSES. 


Mayor Low has taken a kindly inter- 
est in the suggestion of Mrs. HAWLEY, a 
School Inspector, that during the Sum- 
mer vacation season the public school 
buildings be kept open so that the chil- 
dren of the neighborhoods in which they 
are placed may use them for purposes of 
playgrounds. The idea is a good one. A 
multitude of the children of the poor, 
who cannot leave town during the Sum- 
mer months, would be much safer and 
happier in the ample spaces of the pub- 
lic school buildings than in the hot 
streets, and the cost of the necessary su- 
pervision would bear no relation to the 
benefits conferred upon those who have 
no other place to go where they would 
be safe and comfortable. In calling upon 
the President of the Board of Education 
for information as to the practicability 
of such employment of the schools, the 
Mayor says: 


All through the most crowded sections of 
the city there are costly public buildings, 
many of them provided with playgrounds 
or gymnasiums, which are closed for a part 
of every week and for a portion of every 
year, while all about them are children who 
have to play in the streets for the lack of 
playgrounds. Such buildings might also, 
perhaps, properly be used, under suitable 
regulations, as gathering places for the 
neighborhood clubs, guilds, debating socie- 
ties, and the like. I think that an experi- 
ment may wel! be made during the coming 
Summer on a scale sufficiently large to 
furnish the necessary experience to deter- 
mine whether such a movement is practi- 
cable and worth while. 


It is to be hoped that no slight or triv- 
ial objection will be interposed to dis- 
courage this plan. The schools belong to 
the people and should be utilized in every 
proper and reasonable way for the pub- 
To repair any physical in- 
jury to buildings or furniture due to 
Summer occupation by children who 
might come there to play would be much 
cheaper than to conserve paint and var- 
nish at the cost of life and health.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—If the Boston papers are to be taken 
as representative of that city’s judgments 
as to what matters are of importance and 
interest, one cannot but stand amazed at 
the amount of space which those papers are 
devoting this week to the doings of the 
“Christian Scientists assembled there. 
The gathering is, indeed, of considerable 
size, including, as it doubtless does, prac- 
tically all the real followers of the Eppy 
woman—all, that is, who are exploiting the 
shrewd scheme partly stolen and partly in- 
vented by her for making an easy living— 
and as a matter of news the convention 
does deserve some attention. But the Bos- 
ton papers give it much, not some, atten- 
tion, and, besides a vast array of portraits 
—that of the High Priestess herself being, 
like her cult, a deliberate deception and 
swindle—they print dreary proclamations 
and addresses by the column and report 
the meetings with more detail than they 
ever think of allotting to the proceedings 
of Congress. And it is all done with the 
most respectful gravity, with never a hint 
that the whole business is utterly ridiculous 
to cynics of intelligence and a source of 
mingled disgust and alarm to those’ of 
soberer mind. Whether all this shows more 
about Boston or about the Boston papers 
we are not prepared, or at least not in- 
clined, to decide.

Equally 
simple wouid it be to construct a fuse box 
in some sort of magazine form, so that but 
a second or two would be required to turn 
an exposed and easily accessible handle 
and bring a fresh fuse into the circuit and 
restore the status. It might even be con- 
sidered pcssible. to have this action of re- 
newal automatic to some extent. If in- 
ventors are shy of such a simple problem, 
surely our electric railway companies pos- 
sess the necessary ingenuity among their 
mechanics and engineers. We would like 
to see them exert themslvs in this direc- 
tion.” This is expert suggestion and it 
ought to be heeded. There has already 
been one little panic on the elevated road 
owing to a blazing fuse,

CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS

An Address Delivered at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 


In His Remarks Before Phi Beta Kappa 
Society the Speaker Suggests a 
Robert E. Lee Memorial. 


CHICAGO, June 17.—At the meeting of 
the Phi. Beta Kappa Society of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago: held here to-night 
Charles Francis Adams delivered an ora- 


tion on the subject, ‘“‘ Shall Cromwell Have |

“At about 3 o'clock of the afternoon of 
Sept. 3, 1658, the day of Worcester and of 
Dunbar, and as a great tempest was wear- 
ing itself to rest, Oliver Cromwell died. 
He died in London, in the palace of White-

buried ‘amongst Kings.’ 

“Two years then elapsed; and, on the 
twelfth anniversary of King Charles's exe- 
cution, the remains of the usurper, having 
been disinterred by a unanimous vote of 
the Convention Parliament, were hung 
Tyburn. The trunk was then buried under 
the gallows, while Cromwell's head was 
set on a pole over the roof of Westminster 
Hall. Nearly two centuries of execration 
ensued, until, in the sixth generation, the 
earlier verdict was challenged, and the 
question at last asked: ‘Shall Cromwell 
have a statue?’ Cromwell, the traitor, the 
usurper, the execrable murderer of the 
martyred Charles! 

“At first, and for long, the suggestion 
was looked upon almost as an impiety, 
and, as such, scornfully repelled. Not only 
did the old loyal King-worship of England 
recoil from the thought, but, indignantly 
appealing to the Church, it declared that 
no such distinction could be granted so 
long as there remained in the Prayer 
Book a form of supplication for 
Charles the Martyr, and of praise and 
thanksgiving for the wonderful deliverance 
of these kingdoms from the great rebellion, 


and all the other miseries and oppressions | 


consequent thereon, under which they had 
so long groaned. None the the 
mand was insistent; and at last, but only 
after two full centuries had elapsed and a 
third was well advanced, was the verdict 
of 1661 reversed. To-day the bronze effigy

A DRAMATIC REVERSAL. 


**In this dramatic reversal of an accepted 
verdict—this complete revision of opinions 
once deemed settled and immutable—there 
is, I admit, a lesson—an academic lesson. 

“We, too, as well as the English, have 
had our great rebellion. 
matic close thirty-seven 
theirs came to 
some seven times thirty-seven years since. 
We, also, as they in their time, formed our 
contemporaneous judgments and recorded 
our verdicts, assumed to be irreversible, of 
the men, the issues, and the events of the 
great conflict, and those verdicts and judg- 
ments, in our case as in theirs, will un- 
questionably be revised, modified, and in 
not a few cases wholly reversed. Better 
knowledge, calmer reflection, and a more 
judicial frame of mind come with the pas- 
sage of the years; in time passions subside, 
prejudices disappear, truth asserts itself. 

‘“‘In England this process has been going 
on for over two centuries and a half, with 
what result Cromwell's statue stands as 
proof. We live in another age and a dif- 
ferent environment; and, as fifty years of 
Surope out-measure in their growth a cycle 
of Cathay, so I hold one year of twentieth- 
century America works more progress in 
thought than thirty-seven years of Britain 
during the interval between its great re- 
pellion and ours. We who took active 
part in the civil war have not yet wholly 
vanished from the stage; the rear guard of 
the Grand Army, we linger. To-day is 
separated from the death of Lincoln by 
the same number of years only which 
separated ‘the glorious revolution of 1688’ 
from the execution of Charles Stuart; yet 
to us is already given to look back on tne 
events of which we were a part with the 
same perspective effects with which the 


Victorian Englishman looks back on the 
men and events of the Commonwealth. 


STATUE FOR ROBERT E. LEE? 

‘I propose on this occasion to do so; and 
reverting tomy text, ‘Shall Cromwell 
Have a Statue?’ and reading that text in 
the gloss of Carlyle’s *‘ Latter-Day Pamph- 
let’ utterance, I quote you Horace’s famil- 
‘ar precept:

‘*Shortly after Lee’s death, in October, 
1870, leave was asked in the United States 
Senate by Mr. McCreery of Kentucky to 
introdute a joint resolution prowates for 
the return of the est: and mansion of 
Arlington to the family of the deceased 
Confederate Comman: in Chief. In view 
of the use which had then already been 
military cemetery, 
this proposal, involving, as it necessarily 
did, a removal of the dead, naturally led to 
warm debate. The proposition was one not 
to be considered. If a defect in the title 
of the Government existed, it must in some 
way be cured, as, subsequently, it was 
cured, But I call attention to the debate 
because Charles Sumner, then a Senator 
from Massachusetts, participated in it, 
using the following language: 

*“* Eloquent Senators have already char- 
acterized the proposition and the traitor 
it seeks to commemorate. I am not dis- 
posed to speak of Gen. Lee. It is enough 
to say he stands high itn the catalogue of 
those who have imbrued their hands in 
their country’s blood. I hand him over to 
the avenging pen of history.’ 

“This was when Lee had been just two 
months dead; but, three-quarters of a cen- 
tury after the Protector’s skull had been 
removed from over the roof of Westmin- 
ster Hall, Pope wrote in similar spirit: 

See Cromwell, damn'’d to everlasting fame. 

‘** And sixteen years later four-fifths of a 
century after Cromwell's disentombment at 
Westminster and reburial at Tyburn—a pe- 
riod from the death of Lee equal to that 
which will have elapsed in 1950, Gray wrote 
of the Stoke Pogis churchyard— 

Some mute inglorious Milton here may rest, 
Some Cromwell guiltless of his country’s blood. 

“And now, a century and a half later, 
Cromwell's statue looms defiantly up in 
front of the Parliament House. When, 
therefore, an appeal is in such cases made 
to the avenging pen of history, it is well 
to bear this instance in mind, while recall- 
ing perchance that other line of a greater 
than Pope, or Gray, or Sumner— 

Thus the whirligig of time brings in his revenges. 


“Was, then, Robert E. Lee a,‘ traitor '— 
was he also guilty of his ‘country’s blood?’ 
These questions I propose now to discuss. 
I am one of those who in _ other days 
was arrayed in the ranks which confronted 
Lee; one of those whom Lee baffled and 
peat, but who finally baffled and beat Lee. 
As one thus formerly lined up against him, 
these questions I propose to discuss in

treason against the United States is specif- 
ically defined in the Constitution as ‘ levy- 
ing war’ against it, or ‘giving their ene- 
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mies aid and comfort.’ That Robert E. Lee 
did levy war against the United States can, 
I suppose, no more be denied than that he 

ave ‘aid and comfort’ to its enemies.

“ And, furthermore, if Robert E. Lee was 
a traitor, so also and indisputably were 
George Washington, Oliver Cromwell, John 
Hampden, and William of Orange. The 
list might be extended indefinitely, but 
these will suffice. There can be no ques- 
tion that every one of those named violated 
his allegiance, and gave aid and comfort 
to the enemies of his sovereign. 


WASHINGTON A PRECEDENT. 
“Washington furnishes a precedent at 
every point. A Virginian like Lee, he was 
also a British subject; he had fought under 
the British flag, as Lee had fought under 
that of the United States: when, in 1776, 


| Virginia seceded from the British Empire, 


he ‘went with his State,’ just as Lee went 
with it eighty-five years later; subse- 
quently Washington commanded armies in 
the field designated by those opposed to 
them as ‘rebels,’ and whose descedants 
now glorify them as ‘the rebels of '76,’ 
much as Lee later commanded, and at last 
surrendered, much larger armies, also 
designated ‘rebels’ by those they con- 
fronted. 

“Except in their outcome, the cases 
were, therefore, precisely alike; and. logic 
is logic. It consequently appears to tol- 
low that if Lee was a traitor, Washington 
was also. It is unnecessary to institute 
similar comparisons with Cromwell, Hamp- 
and William of Orange. No defence 
can in their be made. Technically, 
one and all, they undeniably were traitors.

“To us now this position seems worse 
than illogical; it is impossible. So events 
proved it.

Three names, Mr. Adams said, are im- 
pressed on the military record of the 
civil war—Winfield Scott, George Henry 
Thomas, and Robert Edward Lee.

I have, therefore, resigned my com- 
mission in the army, and save in defense 
of my native State, I hope I may never be 
called on to draw my sword.’ 

“Two days before he had been unre- 
servedly tendered, on behalf of President 
Lincoln, the command of the Union Army 
then immedately to be put in the field in 
front of Washington—the command shortly 


| afterward held by Gen. McDowell. 


‘What otherwise did George Washing- 
ton do under circumstances not dissimilar? 
What would he have done under circum- 
stances wholly similar? Like Lee, Wash- 
ington was a soldier; like Lee, he was a 
Virginian before he was a soldier. He had 
served under King George’s flag; he had 
sworn allegiance to King George; his ambi- 
tion had been to hold the royal commission. 
Presently Virginia seceded from the Brit- 
ish Empire—renounced its allegiance. What 
did Washington do? He threw in his lot 
with his native province. Do you hold him 
then to have been a traitor, to have been 
false to his colors? Such is not your ver- 
dict; such has not been the verdict of his- 


tory. 

‘Confronted with the question ‘ what 
would I have done in 1861 had positions 
been reversed and Massachusetts taken the 
course then taken by Virginia?’ I found the 
answer already recorded. I would have 
gone with the Union, and against Massa- 
chusetts. None the less, I hold Massachu- 
setts estopped in the case of Lee. ‘ Let the 
galled jade wince, our withers are un- 
wrung’; but, I submit, however it might 
be with me or mine, it does not lie in the 
mouths of the descendants of the New Eng- 
land Federalists of the first two decennials 
of the nineteenth century to invoke ‘the 
avenging pen of History’ to record an ad- 
verse verdict ia the case of any son of 
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Virginia who threw in his lot with hig 
State in 1861.”’ 


JUDGMENT AGAINST CONFEDERATES. 


In rendering a verdict upon those who 
sided with the Confederacy, Mr. Adams 
said it should be given in accordance with 
the facts, and each individual should be 
judged on his own merits and not con- 
demned en bloc. 

The Englishman of to-day, he said, does 
not apply to Cromwell the standard- of loy- 


alty or treason, of right and wrong, ap- 
plied after the Restoration; nor again does 
the twentieth century confirm the nine- 
teenth century’s verdicts. Even slavery, 
he said, we may come to regard as @ 
phase, pardonable as passing, in the evolu- 
tion of a race. 

Mr. Adams’s conclusion was as follows: 

‘*I hold it will certainly be so with our 
civil war. The year 1965 will look upon its 
causes, ‘ts incidents, and its men with dif- 
ferent eyes from those with which we see 
them now—eyes wholly different from those 
with which we saw forty years ago, They— 
for we by that time will have rejoined the 
generation to which we belonged—will rec- 
ognize the somewhat essential fact, indu- 
bitably true, that all the honest convice 
tion, all the loyalty, all the patriotic devo- 
tion and self-sacrifice, were not then any 
more than all the courage on the victor’s 
side. True! the moral right, the spirit of 
nationality, the sacred cause of humanity 
even, were on our side; but among those 
opposed, and who in the end went down, 
were men not less sincere, not less devoted, 
not less truly patriotic according to their 
jdights, than he who among us was first in 
all those qualities. Men of whom it was 
and is a cause of pride and confidence to 
say: ‘They, too, were countrymen!’

mind and the Confederate cause—the 
loyalty to State, the keen sense of honor 
and personal obligation, the slightly arch- 
aic, the almost patriarchal, love of depend- 
ent, family, and home. As I have more 
than once said, he was a Virginian of the 
Virginians. He represents a type which is 
gone—hardly less extinct than that of the 
great English nobleman of the feudal 
times, or the ideal head of the Scotch clan 
of a later period; but just so long as men 
admire courage, devotion, patriotism, the 
high sense of duty and personal honor—all 
in a word which go to make up what we 
know as character—just so long will that 
type of man be held in affectionate, rev- 
erential memory. They have in them all 
the elements of the heroic. 

“As Carlyle wrote more than half a 
éentury ago, so now—‘ Whom do you wisn 
to resemble? Him you set on a high col- 
umn. Who is to have a statue? means. 
Whom shall we consecrate and set apart 
as one of our sacred men? Sacred; that 


; all men may see him, be reminded of him,

be taught what is real 
worth in man. Show me the man you 
honor: I know by that symptom, better 
than by any other, what kind of man you 
yourself are. For you show me there what 
your ideal of manhood is; what kind of 
man you long inexpressibly to be, and 
would thank the gods, with your whole 
soul, for being if you could.’ 

“It is all a question of time; and the time 
is, probably, not quite yet. The wounds of 
the great war are not altogether healed, its 
personal memories are still fresh, its pas- 
sions not wholly allayed. It would, indeed, 
be a wonder if they were. But I am as 
convinced as an unillumined man can be of 
anything future, that when such time does 
come, a justice not done now will be done 
io those descendants of Washington, of 
Jefferson, of Rutledge, and of Lee who 
stood opposed to us in a succeeding genera- 
tion. 

“That the National spirit is now su- 
preme and the Nation cemented, I hold to 
be unquestionable. That property in man 
has vanished from the civilized world is 
due to our civil war. The two are worth 
the great price then paid for them. But 
wrong as he may have been, and as he was 
proved by events in these respects, the 
Confederate had many great'and generous 
qualities; he alse was brave, chivalrous, 
self-sacrificing, sincere, and patriotic. So 
I look forward with confidence to the time 
when they, too, will be represented in our 
National pantheon. Then the query will be 
answered here, as the query in regard to 
Cromwell's statue put sixty years ago has 
recently been answered in England. 

“The bronze effigy of Robert E. Lee, 
mounted on his charger and with the in- 
signia of his Confederate rank, will from 
its pedestal in the Nation's Capitol look 
across the Potomac at his old home at 
Arlington, even as that of Cromwell domi- 
nates the yard of Westminster, upon which 
his skull once looked down. When that 
time comes Lee’s monument will be educa- 
tional—it will typify the historical appre- 
ciation of all that goes to make up the 
loftiest type of character, military and 
civic, exemplified in an opponent, once 
dreaded but ever respected, and above all, 
it will symbolize and commemorate that 
loyal acceptance of the consequences of 
defeat, and the patient upbuilding of a peo- 
ple under new conditions by Constitutional 
means, Which I hold to be the greatest edu- 
cational lesson America has yet taught to 
a once skeptical but now silenced world.”

against the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion’s bond plan, be confirmed by the Ap- 
pellate Court, the managers of the Steel 
Corporation will arrange for an _ issue 
of $50,000,000 of bonds for additions and 
improvements, according to a statement 
made yesterday by a member of the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. 

The present plan, which is in litigation, 
provides for an issue of $250,000,000 5 per 
cent. bonds, of which $200,000,000 were to 
provide for the retirement of an equal 
amount of 7 per cent. preferred stock, sav- 
ing $1,500,000 in interest a year.

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BOERS ALL GAPITULATE 


Surrenders in the Two Burgher 
Colonies Complete. 


Commandant Kemp Says 50,000 Repub- 
licans Were in the Field When 
the War Began. 


LONDON, June 18.—A dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener, dated Pretoria, June 16, and 
received yesterday, announced the addi- 
tional surrender of 915 Boers. This com- 
pleted the surrenders in the Transvaal. 
The surrenders in Orange River Colony 
Were to be completed at once, and in Cape 
Colony there were only 150 more Boers to 
come in. Lord Kitchener added: 

“I have handed over the South African 
Constabulary to the civil authorities, as the 
necessity for further military operations 
has ceased.’’ 

Another dispatch from Lord Kitchener, 
under date of Pretoria, June 17, announces 
that 700 Boers surrendered at Bloemfontein 
On Monday, and that all the surrenders in 
the Transvaal and Orange River Colonies 
were complete. 

In the Transvaal 11,225 men surrendered, 
and 10,818 rifles were given up, while in 
the Orange River Colony 5,395 men surren- 
dered, and 5,280 rifles were turned in. The 
full figures for Cape Colony have not been 
received. 


KIMBERLEY, June 16.—Commandant 
Kemp, Gen. De la Rey's lieutenant, who 
surrendered at Mafeking on June 11, has 
arrived here. In an interview to-day he 
gave some interesting figures regarding 
the war. 

The Commandant said that about 50,000 
Boers were in the field at the outset, and 
that only 1,500 out of 6,000 men available 
fought at Cclenso, where the Boer losses 
Were not heavy. At Spion Kop, where the 
British suffered much, the Boers had 
only fifty-three men killed. In one of the 
fights outside Ladysmith the Boers lost 
fifty-six killed and over 100 wounded. 
Their losses were heavier at Brankspruit 
and Viakfontein. The Boers were often 


worried by the British shrapnel and lyddite 
fire, but when intrenched did not fear the 
shells. 

Members of the Boer forces often man- 
aged to get into Johannesburg, Krugers- 
dorp, and Pretoria, procuring valuable in- 
formation, and frequently crossed the 
blockhouse lines at night. Commandant 
Kemp did not allow the Boers of his com- 
mand to wear khaki, the British uniform. 


KIPLING CAUSES A SENSATION. 


He Closes the Drill Hall He Gave to 
the People of Rottingdean, Sussex. 


LONDON, June 17.—The action of Rud- 
yard Kipling on June 2 in dispersing a mob 
which threatened the house at Rotting- 
dean, Sussex, of his aunt, Lady Burne- 
Jones, (a pro-Boer and widow of Sir Ed- 
ward Burne-Jones, the artist,) because she 
displayed a black banner inscribed “ You 
have killed, you have conquered,” has 
caused a local sensation that shows no sign 
of abating. 

When Mr. Kipling, who also lives at Rot- 
tingdean, went to the rescue of his aunt 
and shouldered his way through the crowd 
he delivered a thoroughly Kiplingesque 
oration, but of a kind the people of Rot- 
tingdean were not accustomed to hear from 
one who had established the local rifle bri- 
gade and had stirred up local imperialism 
to the boiling point. 

To show his further disapproval of the

An American Compares the Boers and 
the Confederates.

LONDON, June 18.—The Times’s Vien- 
na correspondent quotes a letter from an 
American friend in Philadelphia, who 
says that the magnificent behavior of 
the Boers seems to a great extent a re- 
flection of the magnificent terms ac- 
corded to them by the British. The 
writer adds: 

“Our own Southern States, emanci- 
pated by defeat in the war of the rebel- 
lion from the curse of slavery and all 
that it entailed, constitute a fair parallel. 
Their prosperity and loyalty to-day fore- 
shadow what may be expected fn South 
Africa in less time than has elapsed 
since Lee surrendered to Grant.” 


EXPECTS AMERICA WILL 
INTERVENE IN CHINA. 


Viceroy of Pe-chi-Li Believes This Coun- 
try Will Insist on the Return 
of Tien-Tsin. 


Loxpon Times—NeEw YorK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, June 18.—The Peking corre- 
gpondent of The Times says the six Min- 
fsters represented on the Tien-Tsin for- 
eign Government have not submitted to 
their colleagues or to the Chinese the 
conditions on which they will restore the 
native city of Tien-Tsin to the Chinese. 

Great Britain’s attitude on the ques- 
tion, says the correspondent, seems dif- 
ficult to defend, and deserves reconsider- 
ation. Nine months after the final prot- 
ocol was signed the chief city of North 
China, larger than Liverpool and includ- 
ing the most thickly peopled portion of 
the metropolitan province, is still in for- 
eign possession. The British Minister 
repeatedly informed the Chinese that he 
would agree to restore Tien-Tsin on May 
1 last if the other powers acquiesced. 

The correspondent reaffirms his belief 
that the conditions imposed by the six 
allied military commanders, and, with no 
important modifications, accepted by the 
Ministers, are unjust to China. He says 
the apparent concession in the clause 
providing that the Chinese garrisons 
within the area specified shall not be in- 
creased beyond their strength in April, 
1902, is not real, as at that date there 
were no Chinese garrisons or soldiers in 
the area in question. 

The Viceroy, the dispatch goes on to 
say, expected British help in strengthen- 
ing his authority. He now believes that 
the United States will demand the modi- 
fication of the conditions, and insist on 
the return of Tien-Tsin to the Chinese in 
accordance with the explicit promise in 
the settlement protocol. America will 
thus gain the credit that Great Britain 
geems willing to lose. 


ACCIDENTS ON SUBMARINES.

ALARM FOR FRENCH CROPS. 


Continued Cold and Rainy Weather 
Causes Consternation Among Farm- 
ers and Vine Growers. 


PARIS, June 17.—There is 
anxiety regarding the state of 
and vineyards, in consequence of the un- 
interrupted cold and rainy weather in 
France during the past two months. M. 
Flammarion, the astronomer, says there 
has been no such disastrous Springcime 
since 1852, and the meterological predic- 
tlons promise but a little better Summer. 
M. Jaubert, Director of the Paris Observa- 
tory, declares that the presenth month 
ought to be April, far as the weather 
is concerned. 

Snow has been falling for the past four 
days on the slopes of the Pyrenees, and 
in the neighborhood of Perpignan. The 
farmers in those districts are in a state 
ef consternation, and the general agri- 
cultural outlook will be gloomy unless the 
weather changes. Al) the cereals are very 
backward. The earing of wheat is pro- 
ceeding under the most unfavorable con- 
ditions. Earing has not even commenced 
in the North, and the generally backward 
crops imply diminished quantity and in- 
ferior quality. The rye crop will cer- 
taintly be short, and probably the barley 
crop also. Wheat has already risen in 
price, and unless the prospects improve a 
further rise is anticipated. 

The news from the wine districts is also 
disquieting. The small crop is of the poor 
quality predicted. The vine-growers are 
crying for sunshine, and in many places 
the vines are mildewed, and the crops are 
almost lost. The Bordeaux District has 
suffered somewhat from hailstones, but 
a spell of sunshine would quickly repair 
the damage. The greatest injury fell on 
the champagne district, where storms have 
destroyed a quantity of vines. 

The fruit crop is also deficient. The 
greater part of the fruit arriving in Paris 
is immature and ‘flavorless. 

Outdoor social functions, race meetings, 
garden parties, &c., are suffering immense- 
ly, while the open-air restaurants in the 


environs of Paris, usually well patronized 
by Parisians, especially on Sundays, are 
completely desolate. American and Eng- 
lish tourists are arriving in Paris as usual 
but there is a notable reduction in the 
number of those proceeding to the health 
and pleasure resorts of France and Switzer- 
land. The travelers prefer to remain in 
Paris until the outlook improves. 

The weather to-day is slightly warmer 
in Paris, and there is some sunshine, but 
the sky has an ominous look. 


PERPIGNAN, France, June 17.—It has 


been snowing steadily here for four days. 

The Cantons of Mont Louis, Saillagouse, 
and Prades have been visited by unprece- 
dented frosts for this time of the year. 
The farmers in those districts are in 
despair. 


COLD RAIN IN GERMANY. 


BERLIN, June 17.—While snow is falling 
in the Alps there are cold rains here and 
over a large part of Germany. The tem- 
perature at Berlin is 54 degrees Fahren- 
heit, while Munich reports 47 degrees, and 
Metz 49. The coldest place in Germany is 
Rostock, with 39 degrees, and nowhere in 
Germany does the thermometer touch 60 
degrees. 

The rye now in flower has sustained 
much damage. The fruits and vegetables 
which were frostbitten a few weeks ago 


are now suffering from excessive moisture. 
Cherries are especially poor. With short 
interludes of sunshine, rain has been fall- 
ing for the past six weeks. 


A FRENCH GENERAL DISMISSED. 


Gen. Bonnal Placed on the Retired List 
—Was Charged with Improperly 
Influencing a Testator. 


PARIS, June 17.—At a Cabinet meeting 
held at the Elysée Palace to-day President 
Loubet signed an order dismissing Gen. 
Bonnal from the post of Commandant in 
Chief of the Army School and placing him 
on the retired list. The General was re- 
cently before a court of inquiry, charged 


with improperly influencing a testator to 
his own advantage. 

The -ourt found that the circumstances 
did not warrant the enforced retirement of 
the General. The Minister of War, Gen. 
André, however, ruled that Gen. Bonnal 
should be placed on the non-active Hist.

GIFT FROM C. M. SCHWAB. 


CRESSON, Penn., June 17.—Mount Aloy- 
sius Academy at Cresson to-day received 
as a gift from Charles M. Schwab, Presi- 
dent of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, a handsome alumni and assembly 
hall, The structure, which cost $25,000, ad- 
joins the academy, and is fitted with stage 
and auditorium furniture. 

Governor Stone and distinguished pre- 
lates from all over the country came to 


aid in the ceremony of gift reception. Mr. 
Schwab, who was reared at Loretto, four 
miles distant from the Academy, made the 
presentation in person. Previous to the 
formal assembly he alluded humorously in 
conversation, to his start in life as a stage- 
driver on the old State road passing in 
front of the Academy. He even admitted 
that in the heyday of youth he had helped 
himself without leave to apples from the 
gnarled trees now on the lawn of the 
Academy.

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DEATH OF DEAN HOFFMAN 


Head of General Theological Sem- 
inary Expired on a Train. 


Was on the Way Home from Metapedia, 
Quebec, Where He Went for Bene- 
fit of His Health. 


The Very Rev, Eugene Augustus Hoff- 
man, Dean of the General Theological Sem- 
inary of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in this city, died yesterday morning at 
11:10 o'clock, while on a Delaware and 
Hudson Railroad train, en route to this 
city from Montreal. His death was due to 
heart disease. His wife, his physician, Dr. 
Charles E. Carter, and his Secretary, Miss 
Dodds, were with him when he passed 
away. 

Dean Hoffman, who has been in ill 
health for a year or more, left the city on 
June 3, shortly after the close of the sem- 
inary year, in the private car Columbia, 
for Metapedia, Quebec, accompanied by 
his wife and physician. He was a member 
of the Restigouche Salmon Club there, 
which is composed largely of wealchy New 
Yorkers, and he was in the habit of making 
a trip thither early each Summer. 

He was an enthusiastic angler, and found 
that his two or three weeks’ fishing on the 
Metapedia and Restigouche Rivers was very 
beneficial to his health. Even on the last 
trip he remarked that he bracing air was 
doing him good, and his general health con- 
tinued to improve until Saturday, when 
he became suddenly worse, and it was de- 
cided to bring him home at once. 

The party could not complete 
ments to leave until Monday, 
special car of the Intercolonial Railway 
was obtained and attached to the Mon- 
treal exptess. The sick man grew steadily 
worse, particularly after leaving Montreal, 
and expired just after the train had passed 
Rouse’s Point. 

The body was brought to this city on the 
train, and arrived at the Grand Central 
Station last night at 8:15 o'clock, and was 
met by Sexton Albert Meurer of Trinity 
Chapel and Dr. William B. Anderton. L.. 
V. Hoffman, a son of the Dean, boarded the 
train in the afternoon above Poughkeepsie 
and came down witn the party.

DEAN HOFFMAN’S CAREER.

He Was Known “the Richest 


Clergyman in America ”; Also as 
the Apostle of Work. 


The Very Rev. Eugene Augustus Hoff- 
man, who was often referred to as “ the 
richest clergyman in America,” was known 
also as an apostle of work. Born in White 
Street, New York on March 21, 1829, the 
eldest son of Samuel Verplanck Hoffman 
and Glorvina Rossell Storm Hoffman, he 
inherited not only wealth, but a distin- 
guished name. He received his early edu- 
cation at the Columbia Grammar School 
in this city, passing afterward to Rut- 
gers College and to Harvard, from each 
of which he received the degree of B. A. 
Subsequently he obtained the degree of 
M. A. from the latter. 

In 1848, after his graduation from Har- 
vard, he joined the exploring party under 
Prof. Agassiz, which made a circuit of 
Lake Superior in birch bark canoes. Re- 
turning to New York, he decided to become 
a clergyman, and in the Autumn of the 
same year he entered the General Theo- 
logical Seminary, from which he was 
graduated in 1851. He was ordained a dea- 
con in the same year, and in 1853, after 
being advanced to the priesthood, he was 
assigned to the mission church which had 
recently been opened at Elizabethport, N. 
J. In the same year he became rector of 
Christ Church, Elizabeth, N. J., where he 


remained for ten years. 

During his stay at Elizabeth he mani- 
fested unusual ability in matters connected 
with the finances of the church, his efforts 
resulting in the improvement of the church 
building and the erection of a rectory and 
schoolhouse. He was also largely instru- 
mental in arousing interest in the work of 
the church in nearby parishes which re- 


quired assistance. 
In 1863 he accepted a call to St. Mary's 


Church, Burlington, N. J., but one year 
later he resigned this charge in order to 
become rector of Grace Church in Brook- 
lyn, where he remained for five years, 
when he was obliged temporarily to re- 
sign, owing to the injurious effect of the 
sea air upon his throat. From Brooklyn 
he went to Philadelphia to become the 
pastor of St..Mark’s, which was then con- 
sidered to be one of the most fashionable 
congregations in that city. But the new 
rector soon realized that the workingmen 
in his parish were not seen at the services, 
and he set about to find some means of 
reaching them. The -result was the found- 
ing of the St. Mark's Workingmen’s Club, 
the first club designed for the benefit of 
workingmen to be launched in America. 


HOW THE CLUB WAS CONDUCTED. 


Speaking a short time ago of the methods 
which he employed in this connection, Dean 


Hoffman said: 

“How did we conduct the St. Mark's 
Club? In the simplest manner possible. To 
begin with, we didn’t talk too much relig- 
ion to the members, and we didn’t worry 
them much about going to church. We 
asked them to pay 25 cents a month for 
their privileges, and, having furnished them 
with various means of comfort and amuse- 
ment in return for this charge, let them do 
about as they pleased, within certain lim- 


itations. We gave them coffee and tea to 
drink, and furnished light luncheons at 
moderate cost. 

“We got up lectures on subjects we 
thought they would like and profit by. We 
taught them hygiene in talks on ‘air’ and 
‘dirt.’ Occasionally we gave them con- 
certs and other entertainments in place of 
the lectures. We inciuded insurance and 
sick benefits in the ¢club’s features. We 
saw to it that some person of intelligence 
and force of character, not one of them, 
was among them in each room every night, 
in order to keep the current always turned 
in the right direction. The games included 
billiards, backgammon, checkers, and the 
like, but no cards. The refreshments served 
did not include beer. In my judgment beer 
would have ruined everything.” 

Nor did his interest in his parishioners 
begin and end at the clubhouse. He had 
been known in New Jersey as the clergy- 
man who had visited houses where small- 
pox was raging. In Brooklyn he had gone 
readily to the bedsides of those who were 
down with yellow fever. So in Philadelphia 
it was said, when he resigned his charge in 
1879, that he was personally known to some 
member of more than 1,000 families which 
were under his vn dr ag care. 

He left Philadelphia when, after twice 
having declined the nomination as Dean of 
the General Theological Seminary, he was 
begged for the third time to assume the 

osition. It was an appointment for which 

e was in every way fitted, for when he 
took charge of the direction of the institu- 
tion, the seminary was in a bad condition. 
It had but inadequate accommodations for 
students, an insufficient number of pro- 
fessors, and a large debt. Only a man of 
rare administrative ability could bring it to 
prosperity. 

This, from the day when he assumed con- 
tral, had been the life work of Dean Hoff- 
man. Shortly after his installation he 
called a meeting of the prominent laymen of 
the Episcopa! denomination in New York, to 
whom he presented a concise statement of 
the affairs of the seminary. Asked how 
much he considered to be necessary in or- 
der to put the institution on a solid finan- 
cial basis, he answered calmly, ‘‘ A million 
dollars.” His auditors could scarcely be- 
lieve that this was possible, but the Dean 
soon convinced them to the extent of ob- 
taining pledges for over $100,000, 

From a struggling college, living on its 
capital and barely supporting six pro- 
fessors for seventy-five students, the semi- 
nary has grown to have ten _ professors, 
whose chairs are fully endowed, as is also 
the office of Dean; three instructors, five 
fellowships, and nearly 150 students in reg- 
ular attendance, while the two gray stone 
buildings which sufficed up to for 


chapel, dormitories, dining hall, library, 
recitation rooms, office, laundry, &c., have 
given place to a noble pile of buildings, 
covering almost the entire block from Ninth 
to Tenth Avenue, between Twentieth and 
Twenty-first Streets, and including a beau- 
tiful chapel erected by the mother of the 
Dean to the memory of her husband, Sam- 
uel Verplanck Hoffman. 


HIS ADMINISTRATIVE ABILITY. 


While Dr. Hoffman and the members of 
his family gave largely to the seminary, 
the former used his close association with 
wealthy business men to bring before them 
the needs of the institution. And once the 
funds were supplied they were guarded 
and administered with the same shrewd 
knowledge of business affairs which was 
shown by the Dean in the manner 1n which 


he looked after his own immense holdings 
of real estate, which have been estimated 
to be worth more than $10,000.00, the man- 
agement of which he personally directed 
until his death. They include: 

The northeast corner of Sixth Avenue and 
Forty-second Street. 

Six lots and other property 
Street, between Fifth and Sixth 

A plot on Fifth Avenue, running through to 
Broadway, between Twenty-fifth and Twenty- 
sixth Streets, adjoining the Café Martin. 

A plot, 50x100, on Fifth Avenue, west side, 
south of Twenty-eighth Street.

Eighteenth Street, 100x100, with the 
ing thereon. 

A plot on Fifth Avenue, west side, between 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth Streets, with wings 
to both streets. 

A twelve-story new commercial and 
building, the southeast corner of Fifth 
and Thirteenth Street. . 

The southwest corner of Broadway and War- 
ren Street, opposite City Hall Park. 

A business property running through from War- 
ren to Chambers Street, west of West Broad- 
way. 

While thus devoted to the upbuilding of 
the senimary and the direction of his own 
properties—he had a business office at 4 
Warren Street—Dean Hoffman found time 
to write several works on religious topics 
and maintained an active interest in va- 
rious societies. He was President of the 
New York Historical Society, at Sevond 
Avenue and Eleventh Street. He had 
taken an active part in furthering the 
effort to secure the new building, which 
it is proposed to erect on Central Park 
West, and was one of the first contrib- 
utors to the building fund, having given 
$10,000 over a year ago. He wasa Fellow of 
the American Museum of Natural History, 
to which he presented a valuable coliection 
of the butterflies of America, Asia, and 
Africa, and member of most of the learned 
and scientific societies of the country. He 
was on the boards of the chief charitable 
and religious societies of the church, in- 
cluding the Domestic and Foreign Mission- 
ary Society, the Clergymen’s Retiring Fund 
Society, the Widows’ Corporation, the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine, Trinity 
School, and many others. 

He had been a delegate to the General 
Convention from the Diocese of New York 
Since 1880, and a member of the joint com- 
mission for the revision of the canons since 
1892. 

He was also.a member of the Century 
Association, the City Club, the Robins Isl- 
and Club, the South Side Club, the Jekyl 
peand Club, and the Restigouche Salmon 
Club. 

In order to show their appreciation of his 
work on behalf of the seminary, a move- 
ment was set on foot by prominent clergy- 
men and laymen to erect a memorial of his 
labors, and early in 1900, Hoffman Hall, 
erected at a cost of $100,000, which had 
been raised by subscription, was dedicated 
in the presence of a large audience. The 
hall is now used as a refectory and gym- 
nasium. 

Dean Hoffman received the degree of D. 
D. from Oxford University, Rutgers, Ra- 
cine, Columbia, the General Theological 
Seminary, and Trinity College, Hartford; 
that of LL. D. from the University of the 
South and Trinity University, Toronto, 
Canada, and that of D. C. L. from King’s 
College University, Windsor, Nova Scotia. 

In 1852, the year before he was ordained 
to the priesthood, he married Miss Mary 
Crooke Elmendorf, and last April the 
couple celebrated their golden wedding. He 
is survived by Mrs. Hoffman, a son, Sam- 
uel V. Hoffman, and three married daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Charles F. Hackstaff, Mrs. John 
H. Watson, wife of the Rev. John H. Wat- 
son, an assistant at Trinity Chapel, and 
Mrs. Thomas W. Nickerson, Jr., wife of the 
Rey. Thomas W. Nickerson, rector in 
Pittsfield, Mass.

TRAINED HOSPITAL WORKERS. 


Commissioner of Charities Homer Folks, 
at the morning session of the Summer 
School in Philanthropic Education yester- 
day, in discussing the need for trained 
workers, made announcement of a pro- 
gressive step about to be taken in this di- 
rection by his department. 

“In other lines,’’ said he, ‘the Charity 
Department of the City of New York is 
one of the great educational forces of the 
city. The system of training nurses and 
physicians in the city hospitals has done 
much to raise their standard and to do 
away with the odium which had attached 
to the service. 

““Why should there not be something of 
the same utilization of the bureaus of out- 
door poor and of dependent children? Noth- 
ing could be more interesting or open wider 
possibilities for social study. If any of this 
class desire to take up such study and work 
under those bureaus, I think we can ar- 
range the matter on much the same basis 
as that accorded the student nurses.”’ 

Mr. Folk dwelt at some length on the 
difficulty of getting efficient workers for 
this branch of the city’s work, and advo- 
cated the development of a requisite stand- 
ard of skill which should be required of 
civil service candidates for the positions.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


There was a further advance in quota- 
tions on the Stock Exchange yesterday. 
With the conspicuous exception of Gen- 
eral Electric, which broke sharply on 
the new competition developing, prac- 
tically every important change repre- 
sented a gain. Reading, Missouri Pa- 
cific, and Great Northern preferred were 
especially strong, while in other parts of 
the list the leaders were Atchison, St. 
Louis and San Francisco, Norfolk and 
Western, BaJtimore and Ohio, the Wa- 
bashes, and Big Four. 

Of influencing general developments 
the only one of consequence was the 
Weather Bureau’s weekly summary of 
crop conditions, which showed that corn 
has been making rapid growth generally; 
that Winter wheat has made favorable 
progress, and that Spring wheat, though 
damaged somewhat in Iowa, is in excel- 
lent condition elsewhere. There was, of 
course, the usual daily budget of re- 
ports of excellent railway earnings, but 
these have come to be so commonplace 
that, be they never so favorable, they 
rarely excite comment, much less sur- 
prise. Money continued easy, and there 
were further evidences of absorption of 
stocks by investment interests. 


The decided strength of Northern Se- 
curities on the curb market, coincident 
with the higher quotation for Great 
Northern preferred on the Exchange, 
may have more than passing significance. 
There have recently been suggestions of 
important developments at hand in this 
connection; but it is only fair to say that 
these suggestions have been so indefinite 
that nothing tangible could be fouhded 
upon them. In the meantime, despite 
this, actual buoyancy has developed in 
the stocks concerned. 

Reason for the activity in copper shares 
may be found in the fact that the home 
production of the metal last month was 
the largest on record, while exports in 
the same time were more than 6,000 
tons greater than in the corresponding 


month a year ago. 


PHE CONTROL OF READING. 


Wall Street is now generally agreed that 
the persistent buying of Reading which has 
advanced that stock in the face of the 
strike news is for the purpose of control. 
Yesterday no fewer than 105,000 shares of 
the common stock were traded in, with an 
advance of over 2 points and a net gain 
of 15%, while the preferred shares were 
more thgn ordinarily active. 

For whom the buying is is of course 
conjectural. One leading Wall Street house 
yesterday declared that it was for the joint 
account of Pennsylvania Railroad and Van- 
derbilt interests and that eventually con- 
trol of the Reading will be found to rest 
with New York Central and Baltimore and 
Ohio, the latter as representing Pennsy!- 
vania. 

In other quarters it is said that despite 
recent denials, the Gould interests are the 
buyers, while in yet other quarters the be- 
lief prevails that the former owners of 
Jersey Central will, with Mr. Morgan, be 
found to be in control. 

The one fact that is clear is that each 
day the buying of the stock takes on more 
and more the appearance of an actual con- 
test for control. 

Nothing of a dcfinite nature on the mat- 
ter can be gotten here. From Philadelphia 
came a dispatch quoting an unnamed offi- 
cial of the Pennsylvania Railroad to this 


effect: 
““We have not bought a single share of 


Reading stock, neither are we interested 
directly or indirectly in the buying. Fur- 
thermore, we do not know for whom the 
recent heavy purchases of the stock were 
made. We do know, however, that Mr. 
Morgan absolutely controjs the property, 
and that, too, aside from the voting trust.” 


MISSOURI PACIFIC. 

With the exception of Reading, the 
strongest active stock on the list yester- 
day was Missouri Pacific, which sold up 
1% points and closed at the highest price 
for the day. 

The purchases were for the Rockefeller- 
Gould pool in the stock, and, inasmuch as 
the floating supply of the security is small, 
the issue advances rather easily. 

The only news on the stock was the offi- 
cial announcement that there will be no in- 


crease in the dividend at the coming meet- 
ing. In well-informed quarters no increase 
had been expected at this time, the talk 
being of an advance in the rate six months 


hence. 


THE POSITION OF COPPER. 


The buying of Amalgamated Copper on 
the stock market and of the copper stocks 
on the curb was ascribed to trade interésts

The war 
revenue law, as amended, provides that a®25-cent 
stamp shall be placed on all conveyances where 
the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 and is 
under $3,000. Twenty-five cents additional is re- 
quired for each $500 of consideration over $3,000. 
This ‘‘ consideration’’ has been held to mean 
only the equity above the mortgage, except in 
rare cases where the purchaser assumes payment 
of the mortgage. The amount of the mortgage 
plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the value of the reve- 
nue stamps on the conveyance should therefore 
show the true consideration for all properties 
over $2,500 in value.

At the Appointed hour Mr. Skitt, Attor- 
and Gardiner, S. D. Smith, Gen- 
eral = tendent of the Manhattan Ele- 
Vatecdc rt I. Herbert, their coal agent, 
and Joseph B. Dickson of the firm of Dick- 
son & Eddy, the agents for the Ontario and 
Western, made their appearance in court, 
and shortly afterward District Attorney 
Jerome and Assistant District Attorney 
Arthur C. Train came in. The party ad- 
journed to the small room in the rear of 
Magistrate Zeller’s court and the hearing 
Was at once begun. 

District Attorney Jerome informed the 
Court of his conference with the officials 
of the Manhattan Elevated, who, he said, 
met him in a very frank spirit. They 
admitted the nuisance, but made the plea 
that it was impossible to avoid it. 

Attorney Fox said that the Manhattan 
Company welcomed the investigation and 
its officials were glad to comply with the 
request of the District Attorney that the 


proceedings be accelerated. The position 
of the company, briefly stated, was that it 
Was burning soft coa! 
secure anthracite, and that it was forced 
to do so the company regretted as much 
as the public, for it was not only a great 
inconvenience to the company to be obliged 
to use soft coal, but was a positive loss. 


MR. SKITT ON THE STAND. 


Skitt 


ne: Fo: 


Mr. was then called upon to take 
the stand. Mr. Skitt, in answer to ques- 
tions propounded by Attorney Fox, said 
that prior to the coal strike the Manhat- 
tan Elevated Railroad Company had used 
broken anthracite coal on its engines ex- 
clusively. It used about 5,000 tons of this 
coal a week. As soon as he heard that the 
strike was imminent, he called upon the 
agents with whom they had a contract for 
supplying the road with coal, not only to 
increase their daily supply, but to enlarge 
the company’s reserve. The reserve which 
the company usually has on hand is 20,000 
tons, but some time *Hefore the strike it 
had fallen to 16,000 tons, and the company 
was unable to increase it, despite the most 
urgent importuning of its agents. 

Since the strike was declared, the Man- 
hattan Elevated Company, Mr. Skitt said, 
had not had one pound of anthracite de- 
livered to it. For a while after the strike 
had begun the company used nothing but 
anthracite. Then, when it was seen that 
the strike was to last for a considerable pe- 
riod, the company began the purchase of 
soft coal. Yesterday the company did not 
have 1,500 tons of anthracite on hand. Ad- 
vertisements were inserted by the company 
in tweive daily papers of New York for 
25,000 tons of anthracite. The result of 
those advertisements was that the com- 
pany had been offered 300 tons of anthra- 
cite which was available, 500 or 600 tons 
mcre which would have to be inspected, 
and a third lot of 500 tons for delivery in a 
week. 

“The little anthracite which we now 
have on hand,’ said Mr. Skitt, “‘we are 
using on the Thirty-fourth, Forty-second, 
and Fifty-eighth Street branches of the Ele- 
vated. because it is along those stretches 
of the road that many large hotels and 
apartment houses are located, and we do 
not wish to inconvenience them any more 
than is. necessary. The question of secur- 
ing an additional supply of anthracite has 
been a matter of continual discussion in 
our Board of Directors. My instructions 
from the Board of Directors have been to 
secure anthracite at any price.’’ 

“ Have you tried to use coke?” asked Mr. 
Fox. 

“Yes,’’ was the reply, “‘ we made experi- 
ments with coke within three months. We 
found it was impracticable for two rea- 
sons. In the first place it made such a 
fjerce fire that it burned out the engine, 
and the second objection to its use was 
that it produced a continuous flow of live 
cinders. The cinders were so fine that they 
went right through our spark arresters, 
and if we had changed the character of the 
spark arresters to conform to the coke 
cinders, we would not have been able to 
secure sufficient draught.” 

Mr. Skitt said that, as a practical rail- 
road man, he knew of no way in which the 
smoke nuisance on the elevated could be 
obviated at present. The soft coal in use 
generated less steam than the hard coal, 
and this resulted in much more frequent 
break-downs and stalling of trains. 

“Couldn't you compel your agent to fur- 
nish you with hard coal under his con- 
tract?’"’ asked District Attorney Jerome. 

“No, Sir. As soon as the strike com- 
menced, the contract ended. All coal con- 
tracts have a strike clause in them.” 

“Have you tried to get hard coal from 

other dealers than the agents who supply 
you regularly?”’ 
‘ “We have. Our efforts were unproduct- 
ve.”’ 
“In seeking coal from other dealers did 
you mention a price?”’ 

“We solicited it at any price. Herbert & 
Co. have unlimited authority from us to 
secure us coal at whatever price they could 
obtain it.’’ 

Magistrate Zeller asked’ ‘‘ Couldn’t you 
mix soft coal with the anthracite which 
you have on hand, and which you might 
secure, and thus lessen the emission of 
smoke from your engines?” 

“To do that would make no appreciable 
difference.” 

In answer to a question put by Mr. 
Jerome, Mr. Skitt said that the company 
Was using all grades of soft coal, but that 
it was endeavoring to secure the very best

The firemen on the 
elevated, he said, had been instructed to 
use all their skill to lessen the amount of 
smoke emission and they were doing it. 


VALUE OF SMOKE CONSUMERS. 

“Couldn’t you use smoke consumers?” 
asked Mr. Jerome. 

“There is no railroad that I know any- 
thing about that is using smoke consum- 
ers,” replied Mr. Smith. ‘“‘ They are not 
practicable. Moreover, they would add from 


400 to 500 pounds to the weight of our en- 
gines, and it would take some time to equip 
all of our engines with them. 

Joseph B. Dickson of the firm_of Dickson 
& Eddy, coal agents for the Ontario and 
Western, sai@ that there was comparatively 
little coal on hand at the time the strike 
was declared. he Ontario and Western 
never had less than it had on May 1. As 
soon as the strike was declared, the rail- 
roads had confiscated all the coal which 
was on their lines for their own use. He 
knew it to be a fact that some of the rail- 
roads were now buying soft coal for use on 
their anthracite engines. On Monday night 
on its 488 miles of road, the Ontario and 
Western had but 71 cars loaded with an- 
thracite, or less than 4,000 tons. 

‘‘If money was no object, don’t you think 
a person who knew the situation could go 
q@it and get a considerable supply of an- 
thracite?’’ asked Mr. Jerome. 

“He might secure 1,000 tons, but it 
would be with extreme difficulty.” 

“Mr. Dickson,” said Attorney Fox, “ will 
you take an order from the Manhattan Ele- 
vated right now to furnish it with 5,000 
tons of anthracite without stipulation as to 
price? ”’ bs 

‘‘No, Sir, I will not—not for 1,000 tons, 

Gilbert I. Herbert, the coal. agent of the 
Manhattan Elevated, after telling of his 
inability to secure anthracite coal, read a 
number of letters, which he had_addresscd 
to the largest coal dealers in New York 
City on June 16, asking them what amount 
ef hard coal they could furnish him. They 
all replied that they could not furnish him 
any amount. The replies were read to the 
court. 

Mr. Jerome then recalled Mr. Skitt and 
asked him why the Manhattan Elevated 
could not substitute electric trains for the 
steam trains. Mr. Skitt said that the com- 
pany was putting on the electric cars as 
fast as they were turned out. They now 
had 254 running.

THE TRIAL OF “AL” ADAMS. 


Former Employes of “I. T. Pocher & 
Co.” Identify Seized Policy 
Paraphernalia. 


** Al’? Adams, physically one-third of the 
man he used to be, haggard and woe-be- 
gone, picked up courage yesterday when 
the prosecution was presenting its evidence 
against him. His son, sitting by him, an 
attorney for his defense, and a constant 
prompter of the other attorneys acting in 
his father’s interest, made the father lose 
his air of dejection. 

** Al’ Adams's cheeks were as hollow and 
as flushed as on the first day of his trial, 
but he had lost his dazed look and took an 
active interest in the proceedings. 

And at the some time the courtroom took 
on an unwonted air of bustle and business, 
in which Adams entered with spirit. There 
were books and rolls of policy paraphernalia, 
electric bells, wires, and many things that 
were to be used against the man who is 
accused of being the ‘‘ King of Policy,’’ but 
the prisoner had regained the jaunty air he 
used to wear when he walked up Broad- 
way as full-chested and confident as Dev- 
ery hiraself. 

It was stated yesterday that two impor- 
tant witnesses against Adams were miss- 


ing. This was rot denied by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Schurman, who stated that 
he believed that the men would be found 
before the prosecution was finished with 
its side of the case. 
other witnesses were being guarded by 
county detectives. Mr. Schurman did not 
deny a stcry that the witnesses under guard 
were taken Monday night to Coney Island. 
He said that it would not be fair to coop 
up a witness like a prisoner just because 
there was a suspicion and some evidence 
that he might be tampered with. 

The first witness called yesterday was 
Dayton F. Searl, sixteen years old. He 
testified that he had worked for I. J. 
Pocher & Co., at 40 West Thirty-fourth 
Street. He told of the offices and how 
they were laid out, and offered a plan of 
them, which he had drawn. He said that 
Mr. Adams had been the “boss” of the 
office, and that Adams had always. sat at 
the desk where the raiders gathered the 
policy paraphernalia. He identified three 
tin boxes found in the desk, in which there 
was alleged evidence of the wrongdoing of 
Adams, and made it clear that in the real 
estate office Adams, as the witness 
put it; was “‘it.””. The boy failed to iden- 
tify the trunk in which most of the evi- 
dence was found, but said that it looked 
like the one he had seen in Mr. Adams's 
office. 

Charles Smith, another sixteen-year-old 
boy, formerly employed by Pocher & Co., 
testified confirming the evidence given by 
the other boy. 

William E. Nolan, the next witness, tes- 
tified that he had once worked for “Al” 
Adams in the policy business. He identi- 


fied various policy paraphernalia as neces- 
sary to the game, and said that there were 
supposed to be twelve numbers drawn from 
a wheel in the morning out of seventy- 
eight, and in the afternoon thirteen for the 
Kentucky drawing, sent by wire. The play- 
ers had the choice of three numbers to win. 
He said that the drawings were “ sup- 
posed to be made,” but that he had never 
seen or heard of any one who had wit- 
nessed a drawing. He added, under exam- 
ination, that the manifold sheets were sub- 
mitted to headquarters, and that they 
showed all the chosen numbers, so that it 
there was an apparent predominance of any 
too well-chosen numbers the selected fig- 
ures did not appear. 
Nolan was then shown many papers 
in the office of Adams at the time 
of raid, and was asked to identify the

CAPT. O'REILLY PAYS 
PETER DE LACY A GAL 


A Quiet Chat in Alleged Poolroom 
Keeper’s Park Row “ Office.” 


The Captain Reports Later that the 
Place Has Not “ Opened Up,” as 
Rumored — Another Pa- 
trolmen’s Lecture. 


Police Captain Miles O’Reilly and Peter 
De Lacy, the alleged poolroom operator, 
had a heart-to-heart talk in the latter’s 
** offices,”” on the second floor of the build- 
ing at 383 Park Row, yesterday. It had been 
reported that De Lacy had “ opened up” 
again, and that he bade defiance to the 
aggressive Police Captain. Concerning the 
interview, Capt. O'Reilly said last evening: 

“There was no evidence that there is a 
poolroom where Mr. De Lacy was said to 
be doing business. You know in a poolroom 
they generally have a blackboard, and a 
card showing the horses, jockeys, weights, 
odds, &c. There was nothing like that in; 
the rooms I visited with Sergt. Reynolds. 

“It may be that there is some operating 
with the use of ‘ handbooks.’ I cannot speak 
positively as to that. A thousand men 
might have handbooks with information 
concerning the horses and go about from 
house to house among their friends and 
secure bets on the races, like a grocer’s 
clerk might secure orders. I saw nothing 
whatever to indicate that there was any- 
thing doing in the rooms occupied by De 
Lacy. There were two men there, said to 
be in De Lacy’s emplay. I don’t know 
what they were doing. I can say, however, 
that there was no business transacted while 
I was there.” 

“Your plain-clothes men were on watch 
at the building, were they not, Captain?” 
was asked. 

“Yes, a part of the time. I was there 
myself for some little time. I am positive 
the poolrocm Cid not operate to-day. 

““Mr. De Lacy did not defy me. He said 
he was not operating a poolroom there, and 
ihat he would not.” 

When the night squad lined up in the 
station house in Oak Street last evening, 
Capt. O'Riley said: 

“This is the end of my first week as 
Captain of your precinct. It has been a 
very successful and satisfactory week to 
me. All of you did your duty nobly. I 
want you to continue to do so. Stop vio- 
lations of the law. Last night I with an- 
other officer visited a gambling house at 
15 Ann Street, on the third floor. I was in- 
formed that there was a game of draw 
poker in progress, but it had stopped when 
we arrived, and the men were sitting 
about idly. The proprietor said he had 
run his place there for twelve years. 

“Who is the patrolman on that beat, 15 
Ann Street?’ asked the Captain quickly. 

“I am,” answered a man in the back 

row. 
“TIT said that the place had been running 
for twelve years; see that it does not run 
twelve minutes longer. The proprietor 
promised me he would take a vacation. See 
that he does it.”’ 

The Captain then called attention to a 
certain ice-cream manufactory in the pre- 
cinct which dumped some of its refuse and 
left its teams and wagons standing in the 
street. 

“The patrolman on that beat will see 
that this is stopped, and that the law is 
complied with. It is a public nuisance, and 


we might as well stop public nuisances and 
gambl ng. 

“Another thing, close up dance halls 
where liquor is sold and other dives, and 
close them tight.” 

There was not a prisoner sent to court 
from the Oak Street Station yesterday 
morning. ‘ 

The Captain’s friends had sent him clip- 
pings of newspaper articles and editorials 
about his work. Picking up several of 
these he said to a reporter? 

‘“‘I have simply done my duty. I am un- 
worthy of all of this comment about my 
work.” 

Seven new men were added last night to 
the police force of the Oak Street Precinct. 
This addition to the force will bring relief 
to a number of men who have recently had 
extra work to do. The new policemen are 
giants physically and were chosen by Capt. 
O’Reilly from the police school at Head- 
quarters, 

At the roll call Capt. O'Reilly personally 
installed the new patrolmen and gave them 
full instructions in regard to their duty 
under his command. The Oak Street Sta- 
tion, says Sergt. Rotinson, has been short 
of its full complement of police for some 
little time, and the addition will make up 
the full quota. 


THE CHURCHILL TRIAL. 


Bowery Saloon Keeper, Sergeant Said, 
Declared Himself a Personal Friend 
of Devery and Inspector Cross. 


Official reports concerning suspected 
places constituted the first subject taken 
up at the tyial of Sergt. James Churchill 
yesterday before Commissioner Partridge at 
Police Headquarters on the-charge of neg- 
lect of duty. 

Assistant District Attorney Sandford 
showed that after raiding or making a 
special report on certain houses he failed 
to include them as suspicious places in his 
next month’s report and showed that he 
had even omitted from such reports places 
which he had testified he was constantly 
sending policemen into in order to “ starve 
them out.’’ Sergt. Churchill offered an ex- 
cuse in each case, even though it was only 
that an oversight had occurred. 

Sergt. Churchill testified that McGurk of 
“Suicide Hall"? fame had asked him to be 
easy with him, as he (McGurk) was a per- 
sonal friend of Devery and Inspector Cross, 
but he said he had paid no heed to his 
appeals. When McGurk told him he had 
sol! out, Sergt. Churchill said he had re- 
ported a change of ownership in the place, 
but when a man was robbed there he 
charged McGurk with still being the pro- 
prietor. As he could not swear to his own- 
ership, he said the case against.the alleged 
divekeeper failed before the Magistrate. 

Sergt. Churchill declfrea that a letter 
book. containing copies of reports he had 
made to Inspector Cross had disappeared 
‘when he was transferred. Mr. Sandford 
attempted to make considerable capital out 
of this, but after recess Inspector Cross 
produced the book, saying that it had been 
found in a closet in his office. 

Blotter records showed Sergt. Churchill 
as having made arrests in a raid on 
Blanche Vernon's house, 27 Second Street, 
on March 17, though he said he stood 
across the street and watched his precinct 
men do the work. Col. Partridge showed 
that these arrests had been included in 
his reports, forwarded to the Civil Service 
Commission by Sergt. Churchill, when he 
applied for promotion to a captaincy. 

*‘Is it your custom to give yourself credit 
for arrests you don't make?" asked the 
Commissioner, severely. Sergt. Churchill 
said he had included himself with the 
other policemen, because he was personally 
present and because he wanted to be sure 
to get a summons when the cases came up 
in court. 

Goldberg and Rosen had been named by 
Sergt. Churchill as the proprietors of the 
Blanche Vernon house. Rosen had been 
accepted as the bondsman for the prison- 
ers, but Sergt. Churchill explained that he 
was not in the room when this was done. 
He said that, though he had got the war- 
rants for the place on a Saturday, he had 
not served them until late Sunday night, 
because, as he said, he thought he could 
then arrest more inmates. 

“More inmates on Sunday night than on

RAID ON THE HAYMARKET. 


Inspector Harley, on Orders from Dep- 
uty Thurston, Arrests Five Wait- 
ers on Excise Charges. 


Great excitement was caused among the 
denizens of the Tenderloin in the vicinity 
of Thirtieth Street and Sixth Avenue last 
night, when Inspector Harley with three 
detectives descended upon the Haymarket 
at that address and arrested five waiters 
on warrants charging them with having 
violated the excise law. Edward Corey, the 
proprietor, was not molested. The place 
was crowded when the officers arrived, 
and women and men rushed into the street 
and quickly scattered. 

The visit was made at the instance of 
Deputy Commissioner Thurston, and Act- 
ing Capt. Dillon and his men of the Ten- 
derloin station had been kept in entire ig- 
norance. The former knew nothing of it 
until the prisoners were brought into his 
station house. Capt. Sheehan of the Ten- 
derloin precinct is on his vacation in Eu- 
rope. ‘ 

Deputy Commissioner Thurston, who ar- 
rived at the station house soon after the 
prisoners, said that the reason the propri- 
etor had not been included in the list of 


warrants was that could not be proved that‘ 


he was present when the evidence was ob- 
tained. He added, however, that the ar- 
rests would probably result in Corey’s li- 
cense being revoked, and a charge of ktep- 
ing a disorderly house might be made 
against him. He was asked if last night’s 
descent was the beginning of a general cru- 
sade against the resorts of the Tenderloin, 
but replied that he didn’t care to talk about 
the future. 

Acting Captain Dillon was not in a good 
humor, and declined to comment on the 
arrests. 

Edward Corey, proprietor of the Hay- 
market, has his residence at Far Rock- 
away not far from ex-Deputy Commis- 


sioner Devery. His resort has been raided 
several times, but he has always managed 
to have the indictments squashed. He said 
last night: 

“Tf the law was violated in my place it 
was done while I was not present and en- 
tirely outside of my knowledge and con- 
sent. Yiave been trusting my employes 
and waiters to see that there was no vio- 
lation of the excise law.”’ 

It was said last night that the descent 
upon the Haymarket was made as the re- 
sult of a conference between Commissioner 
Partridge and Deputy Commissioner Thurs- 
ton, which took place two weeks ago, when 
it was resolved to have a general cleaning 
up of the Tenderloin. 


CABLE.CUT OFF CONEY ISLAND. 


The French Telegraph Cable Company, 
suspecting that some one willfully cut one 
of its cables about two miles southeast of 
Coney Island, has offered a reward of $500 
to any person supplying information which 
will lead to the discovery of the guilty par- 
ties. ; 

The break in the cable was first discov- 
ered on June 6, about 7:30 P. M. The posi- 
tion of the break was located by the usual 
tests, and the company’s cable steamer, 
the Amiral Courbet, was summoned from 
Halifax, arriving here on Saturday last. 
The experts aboard succeeded in picking 
up the ends of the cable, and reported that 
the cut was a clean one, and must have 
been done intentionally. 

The officers of the company expressed 
the opinion yesterday that probably some 
fishing smack’s anchor had become en- 
tangled in the cable, and the crew, taking 
the easiest way to extricate themselves, 
had cut the cable. The cable at that point 
is of the heavy shore section, and eight 
inches in diameter. 

The broken cable connects New York and 
Cape Cod, and the inconvenience was slight, 
as hand wires were used. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


SALARIES OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
PuysiIctans.—In suits against the city by 
the three physicians in the Fire Depart- 
ment, to establish their right to receive 
salaries at the yearly rate of $3,000 since 
consolidation, Justice Scott of the Supreme 
Court yesterday gave a decision in favor of 
the defendant. The main contention of the 
plaintiffs was that the salary of each was 
fixed, when both the Fire Department and 
the Board of Estimate and Assessment 
provided for three medical officers and set 
aside $9,000 as their compensation for the 
year 1898. Justice Scott decides that 
whether or not this concurrent action on 
the part of the two departments of the 
City Government fixed the salaries at 
$3,000 each, the plaintiffs were not entitled 
to such salary because by the Greater New 
York charter their compensation after con- 
solidation was to be what it had been up to 


that time. Justice Scott says: ‘‘ Until the 
first day of January, 1898, while they were 
in the employ of the former City of New 
York, they were concededly receiving and 
entitled to receive only $2,000 per annum. 
Whatever effect might otherwise be 
claimed for the action of the Fire Com- 
missioners and the Board of Assessment 
and Apportionment respecting the salaries 
of these officers, those boards had no 
power to fix any salary for them after the 
taking effect of the new charter other or 
different from that which they were receiv- 
ing or entitled to receive from the former 
City of New York at the moment the new 
charter went into effect. The departmental 
estimate submitted by the Fire Commission- 
ers and the final estimate adopted by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment had 
to do not with the year 1807, but with the 
year 1898, and did not become effective 
until Jan. 1,°1898."" The conclusion reached 
by Justice Scott is that at the very instant 
the new charter went into effect the 
plaintiffs’ salaries became fixed at the 
amounts they were receiving from the old 
municipal corporation. 

,° 

Cars ROUNDING CURVES.—Just as a cable 
car was rounding the curve at Fifty-third 
Street and Ninth Avenue a passenger who 
was about to enter from the platform was 
thrown by a sudden jerk of the car upon 


Annie M. Merrill. For the injuries she re- 
ceived she sued the Metropolitan Street 


Railway Company, but the jury found in 
the railroad’s favor. On appeal the judg- 
ment on the verdict has been affirmed by 
the Appellate Division, two Justices, how- 
ever, dissenting. There was no evidence as 
to the speed at which the car was going 
around the curve, or that the conductor 


failed to warn the passenger who was 
thrown on the plaintiff that the car was 
approaching the curve. The Appellate Court 
decides that there was nothing to suggest 
that the posceners. in entering the car 
when he did would cause injury to the 
other passengers. ‘‘In the absence of ex- 
cessive speed,’’ says Justice Ingraham, for 
the court, “‘or the application of more 
power than was necessary to round the 
curve, there would certainly be no evidence 
to justify the jury in finding that the de- 
fendant was negligent, and the jury having 
found that the speed of the car was not 
excessive the defendant was entitled to a 
verdict.””. Justices O’Brien and Hatch dis- 
sent on the ground that it was an error not 
to allow the agg to show, as alleged 
in her complaint, that the place where the 
accident occurred ‘‘ was well known to 
congerous and it was customary for the 
conductor on approaching said spot to give 
warni to all passengers in order that 
they might secure themselves ainst the 
olt, jar, or strain, which experience had 
taught was likely to occur in turning said 
corner.”’
